A further Uſe is in many Caſes to elimate 
the Longitude at Sea thereby; for where the 
curves run neatly North and South, and are 
thick together, as about Cape Bona Eſperance, 
it gives a very good Indication of the Diſ- 
tance of the Lands to Ships come from far; 
for there the Variation alters a Degree to* 
each two Degrees of Longitude nearly, as 
may be ſeen in the CHART. But in this 
Weſtern Ocean, between Europe and North 
America, the Carves lying nearly Ea, and 


Weſt, cannot be ſerviceable for this Purpoſe. 


This. CHART as was before obſerved, 
was firſt conſtructed from Obſervations made 
in the Year 1700 by the great Dr, Halley ; but / 
it muſt be noted, That there is a perpetual 
though ſlow Change in the Variation almoſt 
every where, which has made it neceſſary to 
conſtruR it anew from accurate Obſervations; 
made by the moſt ingenious Navigators, about © 
the Year 1744. There ace indeed ſome Lines 5 
deſcribed. on the CHART, which have not 
ſo many and accurate Obſervations to ſupport 
them as could be wiſhed; though the Con-

HEN a voyage is intended from the rifer of 
Thames to thoſe Northern Parts of America, you 
may either go out of the North channel by Scot- 
| land, or elſe .through the Weſt channel by the 
Land's End of England, according as the Winds may favour 
ou: for the carrying you out either of theſe ways, you. have 
Fufcient Inſtructions from the Firſt and Second Books of 
this Engliſh Pilot. If you go out to the Northward, then the 
Firſt Book is uſeful” to bring you clear of the land; and if 
you go to the Weſtward, then the Second is neceſſary. | 

When you are clear of the land, you may obſerve theſe 
following inſtructions, to ſhape a proper courſe for thole parts. 

From the Derſey in Ireland, lat. 52 deg. to Cape Farewell in 
Greenland, lat. 58 deg. 56 min, the on is WNW. W. erly, 
diſtant 460 leagues. 

From the Mixed Head in Ireland, to Cape Diſcord in Green- 
land, the courſe is NW. by N. ſomewhat Northerly, diſtant 
382 leagues. 

From the Mixen Head to Cape Deſelation in Greenland, the 
courſe is WNW. diſtant 489 leagues. 

From Cape Clear to Cape Deſolation; the courſe is NW. 
by W. 482 3 

And when you are arrived in ſight oſ Greenland, it will 
appear a very high, ragged, and mountainous country, called 
by the natives Secunungo. 

In the lat. of 78 deg. 42 min. is a great bay or indraught, 
environed witlf high mountains, and low land lying between 
them ; in this bay 1s no ground at 100 fathoms. Off which 
coaſt you will have the ſea of divers colours, in ſome places 
green, in fome black, and in others blue; and it is obſerved, 
that the green ſea is freeſt from ice; the azure blue very icy ; 
and the black fea is very deep. | 

It is alſo obſervable, that within the arctic circle the air is 
not ſo cold, nor does the ſnow lie on the hills, nor the ſea fo 


full of ice, as to the Southward of the ſaid coalt. 


In the lat. of 77 deg. you may fail along the ſhore, but not 
nearer than 25 fathoms ; the ground is black pebble ſtones. 

In the lat. of 76 degrees the land is very pleaſant, being 
plain, and of a mean height, not ragged, nor covered with 
ſnow; | 

In the lat. of 73 deg. the land tends away ENE. and Weſt 
South Weſt, appearing with very high mountains, cn which 
ſnow ſeldom lies; the ſoil is very temperate; On the coaſt 
there are many broken iſlands, making many goodly ſounds 
and harbours, having in the land many fine bays and rivers, 
yielding abundance of fiſh; into ſome of which you may fail 
up 10 or 12 leagues, they being navigable : Off the coaſt you 
will have very good ſhoaling in 15 fathoms; and nearer you 
will have 14, 12, &c. very fine ſandy ground, 

In the lat. of 67 deg. 3o min.. you will have very high land, 
generally covered with Inow; at the top it looks reddiſh, and 
underneath blue clay; the land here. a little to the South- 
ward of this, tends away Eaſt and Weſt, but the Northermoſt- 
part NE. by N. and NE. Here is 2 great headland, called 
Zoung's Cape; near which ſtands a very high mount, round like 
a caſtle, called Mount of God's Mercy. 

In the lat. of 66 deg; the land is very high and ragged, the 


tops of the mountains being all covered with ſnow, yet the 


coaſt is but indifferently croubled with ice. 


Coming nearer to the land you may ſee a high mountain 


above the reſt, called Mount Cunningham, which is the beſt 
mark on the coaſt ; near which is a large bay, lying between 
two capes or headlands, the Northermoſt of which is called 
Queen oepbia's Cape, and the Southermoſt Queen Ann's Cape. 


In ſailing between which, unto the Southermoſt fide of the | 


aforeſaid mount, you will come into a goodly bay, having on 
both fides very ſteep and high mountains, which is named 
Chrijtiana's Ford; and failing up the bay, about 6 or 7 leag. 
you, may come to an anchor in 16 fath. water, ſhelly ground. 
All the way in it is very deep, and no atichoring ; the place 
of anchoring lies in 6b deg. 25 min. where an E. and W. moon

um's Foreland ; off which ſets a ſtrong current Coming from 
the NE. the Streights have a great indraught, the tide of flood 


running nine hours, and the ebb three, which is occaſioned , 


by the force of the aforeſaid current ſetting upon the coaſt, 
which forces the tide into all the draughts and tivers with long 
flowings, until the force of rhe ebb reſiſts its ſtrength from the 
W. ſea. It flows here about 10 fathom. At the entrance of 
theſe Streghts, you will have much ice, not frozen there, but 
driven in with the violence of the wind, The ice ſhuts to- 
gether with the continuance of the wind upon any one point, 


and opens at the ſhifting and change thereof. After making 
of mount Warwick (which is in the Streights) there hes a 


whirlpool, where ſhips. are whirled about in a moment; the 
waters miaking a great noiſe, and arc heard a great way off. 

Warwick Sound is a very ſafe harbour, where Sir Martin 
Forbiſber intended to lade is ſuppoled gold ore; the W. fide 
of the ſaid bay is called Bloody Pcint, and to the Weſtward 
of it is York Sound, being on the South ſide of the ſaid 
Streights. : 

On the N. fide lies Jeckman's Sound, which is a good har- 
bour ; but you muſt keep conſtant watch with boats and ropes 
ready to haul and pull away the ice, which otherwiſe will lie 
thwart your ſhip with the ebb and flood. Within the Streights 
about 60 leag. you will have a fair continent on oe ſtarboard 
ſide, and the continvance of an open ſea, the further you fail 
in the leſs ice; 30 leagues within there is none at all, until you 
run thro' into Devis's Streights. On the S. ſide of the Streights 
the land is all waſte iſlands until you come to C. Farewell, bein 
the S ermoſt point of Greenand, lying in lat. 59 d. 45 m. an 
long. 46 d. 45 m. Weſt. 


A Deſcription ef Davis's Streights and Baſfin's Boy. 


From Cape Farewell in the lat. 59 deg. 45 min. the land 
tends away NW. until you come to Cape Deſolation, in the 
lat. of 62 deg. and is about 40 leag. diſtant one Cape from 
the other. ä Pp | 

Cape Deſelation is the moſt deformed land that is ſuppoſed 
to be in the whole world; it appears like ſugar-loaves over- 
toping the clouds, and covered with ſhow. The ſhore is ge- 
nerally laid with ice a league from it; the water is here black 
and thick, like a ſtanding pool. When the winds come off 
the ſhore it is cold; when from the ſea it is warm. 

On the N. ſide of tlus Cape is the W entrance of Forbi/her's 
Streights; on the North ſide of the entrance is Cape Comfort, 
being very high land, lying in the lat. of 62 deg: 40 min. 

Ihe next is Cape Lancaſter in the lat. of 6 d. 30 ni. being 
the Northermoſt point of another entrance of an inlent, | 

From this Cape to Queen Arnr's Foreland, the land lies N. 
W. by N. above 85 leagues; which Cape lies in the latitude 
of 63 d. 48 m. North latitude 42 d. V ct. 

Upon this coaſt are many ſounds, one whereof 1s called 


Gilbert's Sound. There are alſo very fafe haibours ; the land 


lies high, little croubled with ſnow, and the fea void of ice. 
It is no firm land, but mighty rivers and through lets between 
waſte and deſeart iflands, where chere are paſſages through be- 
tween Davis's Streights and.the Eaſtern ica. 

Cockin's Sound lies in the lat. of 64 deg. 20 min. In this 
Sound are plenty of ſalmon; it flows here about 18 feet, and 
at full and change it is full fea at ſeven o'cluck ; it is a very 
good harbour, and eaſy to be known, having round high hills 
hke pyramids, cloſe adjoining to the mouth of it, and that in 
the midſt the loweſt of all; on this coaſt are many. ſmall iſlands, 
which make many good ſounds and harbours, 

Note, I hat in Greenland; the mountains are very high within 
the land ; they are generally ſtone, and fome of one colour, 
and ſome of another, all glittering ; there are ſome rocks

The N. ſide of theſe mountains are generally covered with 


ſnow; there are but few trees, but in one place, 40 miles 


within the land, is a river called Bulls's River, upon the S. ſide 
of che mountain, where the:e is a little grove of trees, about 
6 or 7 feet high, being willow, juoiper, and ſuch like. 

Foſs River lies in the lar, of 66 deg. 25 min. at the entrance 
of which you will have no ground at 100 fathoms, therefore 
you may ſtand for another road up higher in the river, where 
you may come to an anchor in 20 fathoms water, ſandy ground, 
and have a very fair ſhoaling; it flows here SE. and NW. 
About 10 leagues up there is a town of about 40 houſes, where 
the natives hve.

Davis's third voyage in theſe parts, in the year 1587 ; but in 
the year 1760, the variation was 3o degrees Weſt. 

Hope Sanderſon lies a little ſarther Northerly, in the lat. of 
72 degrees co minutes. Here are great quantities of ice, and 
many ſeals; the flood comes fiom the Southward ; at nelp 
tides the water riſes about 6 or 7 feer, and a SSE. moon makes 
a full fea, The inhabitants here on the land are very poor, 
living chiefly on the fleſh of ſeals dried, which they cat raw, 
and with their ſkins clothe themſclves, | 

To the Northward of Hope Sanderſon, is Horn Seund ; in 
the lat. of 73 degrees 30 min. there the natives will exchange 
ſea horſe teeth, and ſea unicorn, and ſuch like things, for 
horn, glaſs beads, and the like; the weather here, in June, 
is ſometimes ſnowy, often freezing. . 

Fartherly Northerly, in lat, 24 degrees 5o min. lies a cape, 
called by the firſt diſcoverers Sir Dudley Digg's Cape, which 
has a ſmall iſland adjoining to it. g 

About 12 leagues to the Northward of the faid cape is a 
fair ſound, having an iſland in the midſt of it, making two 
entrances ; this is called Meſtenbelm Sound. It hath many 
ſinall bounds and inlets in it, and is a fit place for killing of 
whales. 

From this place the land tends W. by N. about 40 leagues, 
and then you come to a large ſound or bay, called Vhaie 
Sound, lying in the lat. of 77 deg. 30 min. where there are 
Whale Scund great numbers of whales, and therefore called Male Sound. 

Iu the bottom of Baffin's Bay lies another great ſound, called 
Sir Thomas Smith's Sound, which runs to the Northward of 
78 deg. of lat. at the mouth of which are ſeveral iſlands ; this 
ſound is moſt admirable in this reſpect, becauſe there is in it

Carey's iſlands. 

On the Weſt-ſide of Baſſin's bay is alſo another fair ſound, 
called Alderman Jones's ſound, which lies in the latitude of 
75 deg. 50 min. | 

To the Southward of this ſound lies a great ſound in the 
lat. of 74 deg. 20 min. called Sir James Lancaſter's, by Cape 
Baffin : here the diſcoverers hopes of paſſing began ro fail 
them; ſor from this ſound to cape Bedſord, in the lar, of 69 
deg. 20 min. the land (on the W. fide of this bay) tends away 
near NW. and SE, in the lat. of 66 deg. 40 min. The land

30 min. right againſt which point is Shark point, 
in the latitude of 65 deg. about which point lie ſeveral ſmall 
Iſlands ; between which two points is the mouth of a bay 
that goes up Northerly, ſo far as is not yet diſcovered » On 
the larboard ſide, going up, lies point Comfort, in lat.

Betwixt Saliſbury Iſland and Nottingham land, (if it be 
clear weather, you may ſee both the Northern and Southern 
ſhore; the depth in the middle of the Streights is 120 fathom 
white ſand The North ſhore is clear from ice; along the 
ſhore you have many ſmall low iſlands, which canrort be ſeen 
far from the land, and in many places the land makes as it it 
had ſmall ſounds in it. | 

If you ſteer from the mouth of the Streights WSW. you 
will have ſight of Mansfield Iland, which is low land, a little 
higher than a dry ſandy bank ; it has ponds of freſh water upon 
it, but no graſs, being utterly barren of all goodneſs ; it flows 
here, on the full and change days, at eleven o'clock. + 

From Diggs's liland to the Weſtern ſhore, the courſe is 
WSW. 160 leag. to Huber!'s Hope, lat. 39 d. 40 m. The tide 
lets in the middle of the bay E. and W. The greateſt depth 
in Button's Bay is 110 fathom, oazy ground; and as you ap- 
proach nearer the land, you will have it ſhoal to 8 or 9g fathom, 
and in the bottom of this bay, which is in lat. 39 deg. you 
will have but 2 fathoms and a half: In this bay lie many dan- 
gerous rocks in 9 or 10 fathoms water, ſome of which Capt.

Ships may lie a-float againſt the port in 2 fa homs water: Alſo 
ſhips maYride very well in 4 or 5j fathoms water in the inner 
hole without the river's mouth, having ſome part of the ſand 
without them. The S. channel is navigable for boats and 
{mall veſſels to go in at, but not ſo good as the N. channel. 

In the lat. of 6 and 62 deg. are divers iſlands, with great 
found in them and inlets, inſomuch that Sir Thomas Button 
had here great hopes of a paſſage between them, which when 
he atterhpted finding, they were but iflands with paſſages 
betweth them, and that the main land oppoſed his paſſage, 
and prevented his expectation, called it Zepes Checked, which 
lie in the latitude of 62 deg. and ſo coaſting along the Weſt- 
ern ſhore, in the latitude of 64, ſceking a paſſage, he ſaw 
the opening of a bay to the Northward, and having thereby 
ſome hopes of a paſſage, called this land Hopes Advanced. 
The main land is called New Nerib Wales ; fo coaſting along 
the land to the latitude of. 65 deg. where there is a bay with 
many iſlands, which is called Sir Thomas Rees Welcome. Sir 
Thomas Button coaſting this bay, where there were the greateſt 
hopes of a paſſage, finding no poſſibility of it, called the 
bottom thereof Ne Ultra. | 

And ſeeing we can go no farther here, we now return. to 
po t Nelſen. In the lat. of 57 degrees 40 min. the water is 
of a thick and red ſandy colour, and ſhoal water, but 6, 7, 
or 8 ſathoms, when you cannot fee land from the topmaſt - 
head ; the nearer the land the ſhoaler the water ; then, when 
you are to the Southwa:d of port Nel on, you muſt conſtantly 
uſe your lead. Here lies two fmall iſlands from a point where 
the land tends to the Southward ; within four leagues of the 
ſhore it is very ſhoal and full of breaches; the main is called 
New Yorkſhire. 

Cape Heurietta Maria lies in the latitude of 54 degrees 30 
min. from which the land tends away S>E. into James's bay :

At the bottom of this bay is prince Ru- 
pert's river, where captain Gilman, and other ſhips have ven- 
tured for ſeveral years. The tides here in the bay flows ordi- 
narily not above two feet. 

In ſailing to the bay, you muſt be careful to keep clear of 
ſunken rocks, which are on both ſides in great abundance. 
Theſe rocks lie a great way off the Ealt-ſhore, ſtanding along

ſhore; neither is there any ſafety between bay Verd's and Car- 
bonera (which is about ten leagues and a half, and lies South- 
weſt and SW. by S.) only in two places for boats, the one in 
the SW. cove of Green-bay, which is but an indifferent place, 
and lie South-weſt about 4 leagues and a half from bay Yerds, 
the other in Salmon's cove which is about three leagues to the 
N. ward of Carbonera. 

From bay Verd's bead to Green bay, is SW. about four leagues 
and a half. This bay is above a league over, and has nothing 
conſiderable in it, only the aforeſaid SW. cove, and a place in 
the bottom of the bay, where the Indians come every year to 
dig oaker to oaker themſelves. 

From the South point of Green bay to Black head is SW. a

They who are 
bound to Old Perlican cannot go with a {hip to the Northward 
of the iſland, that is between the iſland and Sherwick-point, 
although it ſeems a fair paſſage, yet it is altogether foul ground, 
and a ſhoal of rocks from the main to the iſland (which iſland 
is about a mile and a quarter round, and about half a mile in 
Old Perlican length) therefore whoever intends for Old Perlican with a ſhip, 
muſt go to the Southward of the iſland, between that and the 
main, and run in within the iſland, and anchor in 4 or 5 fath, 
But there is a rock juſt even with the water, and ſome under 
water, that lay about the middle of the bay within the iſland, 
or rather neareſt to the main. Old Perlican is but an indifferent 
road, if the wind comes out at WNW, you are forced to 
buoy up your cables for the badneſs of ground, and the boats 
go a great way to catch fiſh, about five or ſix miles, unleſs 
it be in the very chief of ſummer. In this place live ſeveral 
planters. 

From Old Perlican to Sille Cove is WSW. ſoutherly, about 
7 leagues; Sille Cove is but an indifferent place for ſhips, ſuch 
as bay Yerds. 

From Old Perlican to New Perlican the courſe is WSW. 7 
or 8 leagues, This is a very good harbour, where you may lie 
landlock'd in 5, 6, 7, 8, 8 or 10 fathom. It is very bold and 

you can fee the point before night, 

you may run ſafely in, nothing to hurt you but the ſhore itſelf; 
tlie Eaſtermoſt point, going in, is called Smutty-ncſe-point, and

Colliers Bay From Brigus to Colliers bay is SSW. two and a half or three

There are ſeveral 
iſlands which are without, off Bonaventure, the one is from the 
port SSW. 5 or 6 miles, called Green Mand, which is a pretty 
big iſland, and you ſee it as ſoon as you come out of Trimty 
Harbour in fair weather; another iſland lays SW. by S. three 
miles, and another iſland without that, about 4 or 5 miles from 
Bonaventure, the courſe is SW. by S. 
From the Bonaventure-head to the Horſechops, is ENE. about Horſechops 
3 leagues and a half. 39 
But from Bunaventure-head to Trinity Harbour, is NE. by N. 
about 3 leagues; between which are ſome bays, but not for 
ſhips to ride in, unleſs the wind off the ſhore. ; 

The Horſecheps and Sherwick-point (being the North you of 
Trinity Harbour) lay WNW. and ESE. one from the other two 
leagues; between the Horſechops and Trinity Harbour are two 
places where ſhips uſe to fiſh, the one in Engliſh Harbour, and Engliſh 
is WNW. from the Horſecbops 2 miles, and after you are about Harbour 
a point, tends ENE. again; it is a clean bay, and you ride 1n 
4 or 5 fathom water; a planter or two lives here. o 
From Engliſh Harbour to Salmon Cove, the courſe is NW. by Salmon Cove 
W. weſterly about half a league; it is a place for fiſhing, and 
there is a river which runs up about two miles to the N.ward. 

Without Salmon Cove is a headland called Foxes Maud, yet ges Illand 
joins to the main by the neck of beach. To the northward of 
the ſaid iſland or headland, between it and Sherwick Point, runs

From the Horſechops to Trinity Harbour, the courſe is WNW. 
about 2 leagues. Trinity Harbeur is the beſt and largeſt harbour 
in all the land, having ſeveral arms and coves, where many 
hundred ſhips may all ride landlock'd: It is a place which you 
may turn in or out, being bold too on each fide, neither 1s 
there any danger but what you ſee, only going into the SW. 
arm, where the Admirals Stage uſually is, lays a ſhoal called 
the Muſcbell Bank, which ſhoots off from the point within the 
{mall iſland on the larboard-ſide going in, and lays over NW. 
about a third of the breadth of that arm, which you muſt 
avoid; being within that bank, which will diſcover itſelf by 
the colour of the water; you may edge over cloſe to the South 
ſhore if you pleaſe, or keep your head to avoid the Muſchel!- 
Bank, giving it a little diſtance ; you may anchor in 14, 12, or 
10 fathoms, and you may come near to the ſtage on ſhore, as to 
make a ſtage with top-maſts to your ſtage on ſhore, to lade 
or unlade your ſhip. It is a moſt excellent harbour, for after 
you are in this SW. arm, there 1s another runs up WNW. 
near two miles, and near the head of that another runs up 
SSW. but there is a bar or ledge at the entrance of this SSW. 
arm, but the former WNW. is a large place, and good an- 
choring for 500 fail of ſhips. You have, beſides the fore-men- 
tioned arms, the main harbour turning or laying up NNW. 
and being within the harbour's mouth, you may ride in a 
cove large and good on the ſtarboard or Eaſt fide, and land- 
locked in gocd ground, where planters hve, and over againſt 
that cove, on the larboard or. Weſt fide, are two other coves, 
the northermoſt of them is called the Vice Admirel's Cove, for 
the conveniency of curing fiſh. And above, or to the north- 
ward of that, is a large cove or arm, called God Almighty's Cove, 
where there is room enough for 3 or 400 fail of ſhips to ride 


who fiſhed there formerly, all the reſt being of my own experience. 
From New Perlican it is about five leagues over to Randombead, 
and they lay neareſt NW. and SW. one from the other. In 
the river or bay of Random are ſeveral arms and harbours; for 
Random and Smith's ſound come all into one, but it is nine or 
ten leagues under the head of each where they meet, and there 
is a little ifland at the head where is 4 and 5 fathom; only at 
the iſland going through you have not above 12 feet water, and 
it is not a mile broad there, as I was informed by the planters 
at Bonaventure, who uſually go a furring there in the winter, 
Smith's Sound runs in WSW. as far as I could ſee off Benaventure. 
I was alſo informed that it is but 15 leagues from Bonaventure 
to Tickle Harbour, the bottom of Trinity Bay; but there is a 
bay called Bay Bulls, which runs in 3 or 4 leagues, and is not 
over from thence to Placentia bay (the back or Weſt-ſide of 
the land) above two miles. And that the iſlands of Placentia 
bay are about g or 10 leagues long each, and 5 miles broad, on 
which are many deer; they lie NW. and SE.

It is reported there is a rock which lies 
about three quarters of a cable's length from the S. point of 
the entering into the harbour, which has but nine or ten feet 
water on it, but by all the endeavours I made by founding, I 
could not find it, putting in three times in a ſhallop. However 
it is eaſily avoided, if any ſuch, by keeping ſomewhat nearer to 
the N. ſhore, till you are ſhut within the ſaid point, for all the 
harbour over is good ſounding. Cloſe to the ſhore within the 
harbour you may anchor in 5 fathom landlock'd. In the SW, 
arm the harbour lies in WSW. or you may anchor in 3 fath. 
and a half within to the S.ward of the little ſmall green iſland 
within the ſaid harbour, or run up two miles towards the river 
head, where freſh water runs down. In this harbour you may

But 
about NE- between 3 and 4 leagues from cape Pine, is a very 
good harbour called Trepaſſey, for there you may anchor in 
5, 6, and 7 fathoms water, oazy ground, lying ſheltered from 
all winds, This was always a very good place for fiſhing ; 
for there are very good fiſhing rooms, and a great deal of 
ſtone beach, which is preferable to flakes, that they are obliged 
to make uſe of it in other harbours on the Eaſt coaſt. If 
you would fail into this harbour, 19 mult take eſpecial care 
that you take not that bay which hes to the Eaſtward of it, 
called Mutton Bay, for Trepaſſey, which you may eaſily do, for 
in coming from the E. ward, having the ſaid bank open, you 
will ſce the ſhips maſts that are in Trepaſſey, over the low land 
that ſeparates Trepaſſey from Mutton Bay, fo that one would 
believe this bay to be the harbour of 7 repaſſey, for you can- 
not ſee any of the harbour till you run cloſe over to the Weſt-

Some Directions which ought to be taken Notice of by thoſe who ſail to N ewfoundland. 


HE bank of Newfoundland would be of very great ſervice 

[ to thofe that are bound to that coaſt, were it exactly laid 
down; therefore I inform thoſe that are bound for that coaſt 
that they may not be deceived, as I myſelf had hke to have 
been in going to St. Fobn's, on the 29th of June, 1715, at 8 
o'clock inthe morning, and then in the latitude of 48d 44m having 
been juſt a month that very day from Plymouth Sound, bound to 
St. Jobn's, brought to and ſounded, where we had 92 fathoms 
water, fine white ſand, which I ſuppoſe to be the outward edge 


of the bank. For after we had failed from thence W. 26 deg. 
36min. South about 18 miles (don't miſtake me, or rather don: 
miſtake yourſelves by ſailing W. 26deg. 30m. S. for you muſt under- 


ſtand 1 made my courſe good, ſo my compaſs at that time having 19d 
W variation, and underſtandthe ſame of the other Courſes, Sc. (we 
ſounded again, and had but 72 fathoms fine ſand as before ;

Weſt 7 leagues from the cape of Cod, lieth the haven of 
Plymouth, which may be known by a round hommack of land, 
lying to the N. ſide of this haven, called the Garnet, and on 
the S. fide a high double. land, called the Monument land.

top ſee the waters between the two lands, by which it may be 


well known from the land on the north ſide of cape Charles, or 
Smith's iſland ; for that fide is fuller of trees. Near the ſea ſide 
is low land, not ſo divided with water, and has no high ſand- 
hills as the other; only one about 9 leagues to the northward 


of the ſaid Smith's iſland. 


On the inner land of Roannoact is a good land-mark, which 
may be ſeen 7 or 8 leagues at ſea, being two hommocks of 
trees, ſtanding on high land, bearing W. or WSW. from you, 


and appear like two round black hills joined together, like 


thoſe in the north of England, near Sunderland, called Maidens 


Paps, and coming near, appear like a great barn ; for which 


ſome call them Barns. Cape Henry is on the ſouth-ſide of Chęſe- 
peak bay, and cape Charles, alias Smith's iſland, is on the north 
ſide of entrance thereof. Cape Henry appears with trees 
on white ſand: hills, and is bold; you may run by the lead at 
8, 7 or 6 fathom water; bur between the ſaid capes is ſhoal 


vater, on a middle bank of a great length and breadth, about 


5, 4, ſome places 3 fathom ; and yet off this bank ſome places 
10 or. 12, and ſome ſay 20 fathom water between the capes. 
Such as would ſail to Fames's river, may take ſounding off the 
ſouth ſhore in 4 or 5 fathom water, or more, as they come to 
the mouth of the river; for on the north ſide it is deep 10 or 12 
fathom ; but on the ſouth (ide lies off a ſand from Willoughby's 
point towards Lin bay, a great diſtance from the ſhore, with 
a ſpit joining to the ſaid ſand; called Filloughby's ſand, where 
ſhips may be hooked in; but in keeping in 5 or 6 fath. you will 
go clear; being ſhot within the ſand, and the point of the ſaid 
river, on the north fide you may anchor in 7, 8, 9 or 10 fath. 
water; but there are two ſhoals within the ſaid river, the one 
from the north ſide, and the other to the ſouthward, which 


you muſt be careful to ſhun. In this river are many ſhoals and 


banks, for which pilots attend to carry ſhips up the river, 
Point Comfort lies with a long flat from it, ſteep too, with lit- 


the water upon it. This ſand or flat is called the Horſboe, 


If you come from the N. ward to cape Charles, alias Smith's 
iſland, ir appears like a high bluff of trees on low land, with 
an opening or bay on the NE. ſide. From this land is ſhoal 
water, and flat, a great diſtance off; out of ſight of land, you 
have ꝗ fathom, and in running welt and weſt by ſouth for ſeveral 
leagues, will not alter cne foot of water, having greyiſh ſand 
with little black ſpecks. To go in there with a northerly 
or caſt wind, you may take the ſoundings of the ſaid Smith's 
illand in 3 or 4 fath. and in ſtanding to the ſouth weſt, you will 
find 5 or 6 fathom ſoft ground, by which you may judge you 
are over the ſhoal ; but if you. haul them to the NW. you will 
find a bank of three fathom, which you mult bring to the ſouth- 


ward to go clear off, and bring over the ſhoal, you have the 
right channel in 7, 8, 9 and 10 fath. ſoft ground, and then you 


may ſteer north up the bay, or may take ſoundings on the eaſt 
fide in a dark night, and finding with a north or north. by eaſt 


© coarſe hard ground and ſhoal water, bear off ro the well, till 


you find deeper and ſuft ground. 


But in coming between theſe two capes, at 3j or 6 leagues 
diſtance, without are banks and various ſounds z open of theſe 


banks is coarſe white ſand, at ſix or ſeven fathom, and within 
10 or 11 fathom, very fine blackiſh or oazy ſand. SE. from Smith 
ifland 5 or,6 leagues, are. banks of coarſe ſaud and gravel of 5 


fach. and running NW. you will have ſeveral holes of 10, 14 


and 12 fathom. But between the cape is a great flat or ſhoal, 


called the Middle Ground; on it is 4 or 5 fath. water, and ſome 
places but 3 fathom ;. this ſhoots far in, and ſome think it joins 
to the ſhoal of point Comfort, that heth with the flat point 
of the ſand of three fathom to the E. ward, about 2 leag. from 
the ſnore; and the ſhoal of the eaſt ſide, or ſhore, lieth off to 


the weſtward as far; ſo that if you are not in the channel, you 
may run Tome leagues in 3 fathom in dark weather, and know

not on which fide of the ſhoal you are, the channel of deep wa- 


ter thete being not broad. 


The beſt mark for the channel to ſteer up the bay, is a hom- 


mock of trees on the ſouth ſhore between Lin bay and Willough- 


by's point; bring that to bear S. from you, then a north courſe 
carries you up the bay in the beſt of the channel in 7, 8, 9 fa- 
thom faſt ground; but you may find ſometimes ſhoaler water. 

On the eaſt ſhore is good ſounding, but on the weſt ſide are 
ſeveral ſhoals and ſpits of ſand, running off to the eaſtward. 
Between old and gew point Comfort are ſeveral ſhoals, which 
are dangerous, and more alſo to the northward of new point 
Comfort. From the north ſide of Rapabanack river lies a ſpit 
of ſand three or four miles from the ſhore ;. thooting to the SE. 
it has about a fathom on it, and on the ſouth ſide is deep water; 


. alſo to the eaſtward of this point is deep water, as eight or nine 


fathom ſoft ground; to the northward of this point lies off 
another flat called che Marſb (which lies off the mouth of great 
Wichocamoca.) By ſome, the following directions are rather 
approved than the foregoing : 

When you fail to the S.ward of cape Henry, you have deeper 
water than when you are in the lat. thereof, as 21 fath. reddiſh 
ſand and pretty large, and nine leagues off is 35 and 40 fathom 
grey fine ſand, and in the latitude of 36d. gm. and 23 fathom 
yellow large ſand with ſhells, and when you come into the 
latitude of cape Henry ſeven leagues off, you will have i fathom 
grey ſand, and from that to 9 fathom, and a current ſetting 
pretty ſtrong. The land 1s pretty low and ſandy, and you can- 
not ſee it above 7 leagues. Cape Henry is low, but bluff, with 
a few trees on the ſea ſide, at a little diſtance from the water; it 
is very ſteep too, having ſeven fathom cloſe by the cape, and 
nothing to hinder you from coming into Lin haven bay, where 


you have ſoft ground in five or ſix fathom water; the bank, 


called the Middle Ground, 1s about a league from the cape, 
which is a very good channel to the northward, and very broad 
between this ſhoal and the ſhoal of cape Charles. 

From Lin harbour bay to Keketor ſteer NW, till you bring a 
remarkable tree, which you will ſee on your larboard fide about 
WSW. then ſteer NW. by W. a league, and when you have 


the ſaid trees S W. you are in the beginning of the narrow, and 


ſtcer welt half north to the north ſhore, and when you come 
about a mile off the north ſhore, point Comfort bearing north 
half eaſt, you will have 11 fathom; then you may ſteer W. by 
S. and WSW, for the road. | 
When you come from Lin haven bay, you have from eleven 
fathom to five, until you bring the ſaid trees SW. | 
When you bring Willoughby's point SW. you are a-breaſt the 
ſhoal, called the Horſeſboe, which is not above half a mile broad. 
From cape Henry to Lin haven bay, if yon run in, you have 
gradual ſoundings, having the cape SSE. in ſtanding to che N. 
ward, you will come on the ſhoalings of the Horſeſbce, which is 
likewiſe gradual in turning in, endeavour to keep che channel 
for the benefit of the tide ; in the channel you have ſeven and 
a half, and 6 and a half fath. water, ſoft oazy ground; and when 
you have but 3; and a half, it is hard ſand; then you have an 
eddy that ſets you contrary to expectation ; the fir of the flood 
ſets to the SW: for which reaſon do not. keep the main nearer 
than 5 and a half and 5 fathom; you may borrow to four on 
either ſide, but it ſeldom proves advantagous by reaſon of the 


eddies. You muſt obſerve in running up tothe Keketon, to keep + 


the cape SSE. and point Comfort W. that is, the W. point of it, 
If you ride in the bay, the beſt of the Road is SSE. or E. by S. 
from the. cape, in 5 and a half or 4 and a half fathom water, 


endeayour to keep to your marks, and you have from 5 and 


half to 7 fathom, but be ſure you come no nearer Willoughby's 
point than 5 and 5 and a half fath. by reaſon of a ſwatch that 
runs within the channel fair by the: ſhore, which may deceive 


you.

Cape Henry is a bluff ſandy point, with a ſingle tree or 2 on 
it ſeparate from the reſt, but cape Charles is an iſland ; between 
the cape lies in the middle grou:.d, about two thirds over from 
cape Charles to cape Henry ; therefore tis adviſcable to kerpover 
to cape Henry. If bound up James river, keep cape lenny, ESE. 
and run up WNW. but when you come almoſt a breaſt of 
Willougbby's point, look for Sheldon's houſt on point Comfort, and 
keep that NW. by W. and fun in with it fo till you are in the 
deep water, and bring point Comfort W. by S. or W. half S. 
then you may run in with it, giving the point a ſmall birth. 
It's ſteep cloſe too, and anchor in Hamp on road, bringing point 
Comfort NE. by E. or ther cabouts; in turning in, be very careful

Bring cape Henry any where between the S. by E. and SE. for 
when cape Henry bears ſouth by ealt, ycu are on the tide of the 
middle, and the cape bears SE. you are on the ſhoaling of the 
Horſeſhoe, the Horſeſhoe has very good ſhoalings all the north: ſide, 
keep in NNW. or NW. by N. till you have cape Charles E. by 
N then you may bear away NW. or NW, by W. as you have 
the wind and tide, Obſerve, the tide of ebb ſets ſtrong out of 
Cheſſepeak bay over the Horſeſhoe, ſo that if the winds are N.erly, 
come no nearer the Io. ſeſboe than 5 or 6 fathom, if you can help 
it; when you have New Point Comfort N. and Black River point 
S. by W. then youae a- breaſt of the tail of York Spit, in three 


fathom; and when you are a little above Long Je, come no nearer |

From cape Henry to Hatteras the courſe is South about 40 
leagues. Cape Hatteras lies in the lat. of 35d. gm. but in ſail:ng 
between cape Henty and cape Hatteras, you may fteer S. by E. and 
S. S. E. to go clear of a bank ſand that lies off cape Hatteras, 
about 20 miles, on which is a ſhoal of water; in ſteering of 
which courſe you will find ig and 20 fath. water. Between theſe - 
capes are ſeveral rivers and openings, of which I can give no 
account. From cape Hatteras the coaſt lies SW. by W. to cape 
Fear about 15 leagues; between theſe two places alſo are ſeve- 
ral iſlands, and rivers, but they have not been thoroughly dif. - 
covered, therefore I-can give no account of them. Cape Fear 
is a low ſandy point, ſouth of which ſpits off a ſand 20 miles 
from the ſhore, being narrow. From cape Fear the coaſt lies 
along as before, SW. by W. to cape Catrid about 15 leagues ; 
between them are good ſuundings. From cape Catridto Cooper's 
and Aſbly river, the courſe is SW, about 12 leagues; good 
ſounding between them. | | 


_ Inftruftions for Aſhly River in Carolina. 

Aſbly river lies exactly in the latitude of 32d, 45m. and to the 
weſtward of che Lizard about 1100 leagues. When you come 
within 60, 50, or 40 leagues off the ſhore in this latitude, you

ebb ; an out wind raiſes a great ſea. 

The ſouthermoſt part of this harbour is called Hiltor's-head, 
being a higher bluff point than any along the ſhore, SE. and 
NW. about 3 and a half leag. off, where is a ſpot of ſhoal water,

Of the ftrong Current running into the Gulph of Florida, and the 
| Cauſe thereof. 


In the gulph of Florida runs an extraordinary ſtrong current, 
always ſetting to the northward. This ſtream or current, is 
occalioned by the north eaſt winds, which there always blow, 
not altering till you come as far as the Canaries or Salt Iſlands, or 
thereabouts ; from whence to the Northward they begin to vary, 
and force the waters through the ſaid gulph, which paſſes 


through between Jucatan and Cuba, whoſe force is reſiſted, and 


ſtops at the great turnings which the aforeſaid ſhoals make; then 
taking their courſe along the coaſt of Florida, with great ſwift- 
neſs, endeavouring, to paſs through the narrow part of the 
channel Bahama, in the ocean again, > 

If a ſhip happen to be hereabout, and find no wind to fail to 
the ſouthward, there is no poſſibility of anchoring there; for 
the archors will be torn out of the ground by the force of the 
extraordinary current which runs there. ; 

Neither is it a uſual paſſage to go to the ſouthward, for which 
reaſon the Spaniards have choſen the Canary iſlands, the winds 
always ſerving to go to the ſouthward or weſtward. 

Here we leave deſcribing the north coaſt, and begin with the 
ſouth coaſt at the iſland of Trinidada, and ſo deſcribe the Caribbee 
iſlands, and the coaſt to the weſtward, and meet again at Florida.

Theſe two iſlands are a fence and ſhelter to the whole bay, 
and breaks off the ſea, which there with weſterly winds runs 
very high and breaking. There is no paſſage between theſe 
iſlands, but you have room enough either to the Northward or 
Southward of them: They are all round about full of rocks 


and ſhoals, yet not reaching far off, eſpecially to the South point 


of the ſmalleſt ; on the Eaſt-ſide of which you ought to have a 
care and give good diſtance in keeping neareſt to the S. coaſt 
of Hiſpaniola. There are ſeveral ſmall iſlands in the bottom of 
the bay, but thereof we ſay little, becauſe they are plainly 


_ diſcerned, and eaſily avoided. 


On the NE. of cape Roſa is the iſland Comito, which is round 
about foul; ſo that if you are bound from Foul Beard hither, 


you muſt keep a little diſtance off. To the Weſtward of it is 


the Mountain of Donna Maria, from thence the coaſt reacheth 
along South Weſt to Cape Tiburon. 

In cape Donna Maria bay you have very good ground, and

In going into this bay, coming from the Northward, there 
is a low point with red cliffs.

Your beſt way in ſailing Jamaica through the windward 
paſſage, is to get the coaſt of Hiſpaniola on board as ſoon as 
you can, where you will never miſs of a windward current, 
and in the evening the wind off ſhore ; but if you ſtand for 
Cuba, and cannot fetch within 7 or 8 leagues of cape Maize, 
you will find a very ſtrong current, and little favour from the 
And when by theſe direftioas you are come up with 
Cape Maize, having it W. off from you, your courſe is N. half 
Weſt 37 leagues, which will bring you fair in with the Weſt- 
end of Crooked Island, your ſteering that courſe need not fear 
the Heg fties, for you will paſs to the weſtward of them. 

From the weſt-end of Crooked Island, your courſe is North 
about 18 leagues, which will give you the length of Crooked 
[sland, and from thence ſteer away N. and that will carry you 


do ſea clear of all danger; but if you are bound to Exuma, you 


mult direct your courſe from the N. end of Crooked Is/and to 
Rum key; your courſe thither is NW. half W. diſtant about 
30 leag; from thence direct your courſe for Long Mand, which 
is W. a little Southerly ; a NW. courſe carries you clear of it. 
About 6 leagues from the NW. end of Long [s/and to the keys 
before the laſt pond at Exuma, the courſe is W. half S. diſtant 
about 8 leagues. The NW. part of Long and bears NE. 8 
leagues from Exuma. Harbour iſland bears from &gg iſland E. 
by N. N.erly about 8 leagues. If you are bound from Exuma 
to Providence, you muſt make your way for the ſhip channel, 
which is between Cat INand and Nluthera ; your courſe from 
Exuma thither is NNW. diſtant 22 leag. And ſo you may pro- 
ceed to.the.N.W.ward along the iſland Llutbhera, but the neareſt 
cut is over the grand Bahama bank from Exuma. To go this 
way your courſe is WNW. or rather NW. by W. about 40 
leagues, which will bring you to the edge of the bank. From 
hence you may pals over the bank in 2 or 3 fathom and a half, 
and in ſome holes 3 ſathoms; you muſt keep a good look out, 
for fear of ſunken rocks, that in ſome places lay very thick, 
they are eaſily ſeen before you come at them, the water being 
very clear, and they ſteep too. In anchoring here in the night 
chuſe a good ſandy birth, the diſtance over the bank is about 
10 leagues. s 

If you are bound to Providence, from the continent of Ameri- 
ca, your ſureſt way is to make 7/}nthera, whole Eaſting is about 
30 leag. from the cape of Virginia, endeavouring to fall in with 
1llue thera in the lat. of about 25 deg. 30 min. N. Which will brin 
you about ꝗ leagues from the welt point of Hlutbera The land 
thereahouts is very remarkable, it having two white ſpots, clifts, 
or ſand- hills, they being upon the higheſt land a large ſhip's 
length from each other, they are called the Alabaſters. Alſe 
3 leagues NW. by W. from them along ſhore, you will ſee a 
hill reſembling a Dutchman's thumb cap, with broken land 
net it, and a cut or gap, as if there was a paſſage through, 
called the Cow and Bull, the iſland is very narrow here. From 
thence ſteer NW. by W. about 4 leag. and you will ſee an 
iſland with ſeveral ſmall keys to the Northward called Harbour

Note, That upon the full and change, the currents ſet fo 
ſtrong to the northward between the leeward iſlands and Ja- 
maica, that the allowance of the miles in the hundred is ſcarce 
ſufficient. . From Port Royal harbour to Portland Point, the 
courſe is SW. about 10 leagues; give this point a birth, and 
then ſteer to the weſt end of Jamaica; your courſe thither is 
about weſt by north 26 leagues. This weſt end of Jamaica is 
pretty low land. f a 

Note, All along from Port Royal to point Negril, within four 
leagues of the ſhore, you have from 16 to 20 fathom. From 
hence direct your courſe from the Grand Camaines, which lies 
from the weſt point of Jamaica WNW. about 46 or 47 leagues. 
The Grand Camaines is a large iſland being low and ſmooth 
land, with trees on the top, the ſhore is bold: There is good 
anchoring in the bay on the N. ſide, as alſo on the weſt end of 
the iſland; ENE. about 20 leagues from the Grand Camaines, 
lie two other iſlands, the one is called Little Camaines, and the 
weſtermoſt Camain Brack; thele iſlands, as alſo the Grand Ca- 
maines, are much frequented by the people of Jamaica to catch 
Turtle, with which theſe iſlands are well ſtored. From the Grand 
Camaines it is uſual for ſhips to direct their courſe for the iſland 
of Pines, endeavouring to fail ſomewhat to the weſtward, In 
doing of which be ſure to haul weſterly enough, at leaſt a point 
of the compaſs more weſterly than the draught lays it down, by 
reaſon the current that ſets ſtrong to the N. ward, out of the 
bay of Honduras, which, if you take no notice of, will ſet you 
upon the Jardines, which are very dangerous ſhoals and rocks. 
From hence direct for Cape Corientas, your courſe thither be- 
ing welt about 18 leagues. Cape Corientas is low ſmooth land 
with trees on the top, as is all the weſt end of Cuba, on both 
ſides for many leagues to the weſtward, having not any note- 
able hill, valleys or hommocks, and therefore it is very hard, 
if not impoſſible to diſtinguiſh one part from the other. From 
Corientas ſteer away WNW. about 15 leagues which will carry 
you about five leagues to the weſtward of Cape Sr. Anthony, 
and clear of the ſhoal of Cape Anthony; this ſhoal runs along 
the ſhore both to the. ſouthward and northward, but it is not 
very dangerous. This cape may be known by two or three 
round large black look-out houſes on the ſouth ſide near it, 
from the aforeſaid diſtance of 5 leagues to the weſtward of 
Cape Anthony ſteer away N. or N. by E. about 20 or 25 leagues, 
but take care you do not ſteer too much eaſterly for fear of the 
Colloradoes, which are dangerous rocks; but when you have 
ſteered north or north by eaſt, about 20 or 25 leagues from 
Cape St. Anthony, you may venture to ſtand away eaſt, or eaſt 
by ſouth, ranging along the Cuba ſhore if you can. 


Captain STREET'S account of the Colloradoes. 


We took our departure from 4 or 5 leagues a-breaſt of cape 
St. Anthony, and made our way good NE. by N. 15 leagues, 
and then fell upon the Colloradoes in 3 fathoms water; they were 
about me dry in ſeveral places, without any diſtinction of ſwell 
or breaches; we ſaw flocks of pelicans ſitting on the red white 


ſand. In this place we could lee no dry land from the top-maſt- 
head, though very clear weather, but we ſaw to the eaſtward 
of us 3 hommocks on Cuba. The innermoſt or higheſt bear- 
ing eaſt by north ſo near us, that we could ſee other hommocks 
within and without theſe three, and low land tending away 


| then N. with breaches all along the coaſt, a good diſtance from 
the ſhore; between the ſhoals and the ſhore the water is ſeem- 
ingly white, bur it does not ſhoal fo far off, but that you may 
venture to make the land if the weather be clear.

beſt way is to direct your courſe S. 60 or 70 leagues before you 
edge about to the weſtward, for fear of the ſhoals that lie to the 
S. ward, or may (keeping nearer the ſhore) direct your courſe 
as by the former directions from Jamaica to the iſland of Pines, 
or Cape Corientas, from Cape Corientas ſteer for Cape Catocbe, your 
courſe thither is W. by S. about 42 or 43 leagues. Between 
theſe two capes the current ſets very ſtrong to the eaſtward up- 
on the new and full moon; and when you are got upon the 
bank of cape Catoche, which bank ſtretches to the northward 
from cape Catoche at leaſt 25 or 30 leagues, as alſo to the weſt- 
ward near 149 leagues, there are gradual ſoundings on this 
bank to the ſhore, along which you may ſteer in 5 fathom, and 
on occaſion, may haul off in 7 or 8; the common tract is to 
haul along the bank in 14 fathom water, and ſo to keep in that 
depth till you get the length of the cape Diſcondido, whole diſ- 
tance from cape Catoche, is about go leagues by fea. Here 
morning and evening are very good Porcas fiſh to be caught 
in abundance. If you ſhould meet with contrary winds, have a 
care you are not fet too much to the northward; in plying to 
the W.ward be ſure you exceed not 17 fathom, for if you allow 
yourſelf to go fo far to the N. ward as 17 or 18 fathom, you 
are in great danger of the Alcranes; there being that depth 
cloſe by them, and the next caſt aſhore; therefore keep well 
to the S. ward 14 fathom as before- ſaid a good depth; but be 
ſure not to exceed 16, then you need not fear, for that will 
keep well within the Alcranes; if you would go between the 
ſnoals Siſall and the main, you muſt keep in 7 fathom water, 
and that will carry you clear of them to the S. ward.

mountain called &. Martin, being very high and peaked, and 
may be ſeen 20 or 25 leagues at ſea; under this mountain there 
is a cape iſland called rocks Portito, from thence ſteer away 
NW. by W. co haul without the Cabeſſes if by night, haul no 


| nearer in than 35, 36 or 37 fathom water, for being in 32 or 33 


about 3 miles off them, you will find. the current ſetting on 
them. From the Cabeſſes to the entrance of Vera Cruz, your 
courle is SW. by S. and SW. till you ſee the iſland Branco on 


your ſtarboard fide, keeping the ſaid courſe, and ſteering for the 


main, you will diſcover the iſland Sacrifice, leaving this iſland 
on the ſtarboard fide, you may make good road between that 
and the main in 7 or 8 fathom water, being then about three 
miles and a half from St. John de Elva whither you may go by 
the aſſiſtance of a pilot into that road. But to proceed for the 
molt ready way for Vera Cruz, you muſt leave all theſe ſhoals 


from the innermoſt hommocks to the ſouthward, and hkewile 
the hommocks almoſt to join with the low land between them. 
All this we could ſee on deck, or but two or three rattlings up, 
but the 3 aforeſaid hommocks we raiſed upon deck, when we 
were about 8 or 10 leagues off our aforeſaid ſtation of 5 leagues 
to the weſtward of cape St. Anthony. As ſoon as you get lo far 
eaſterly as to bring the firſt high land on Cuba breaſt of you, 
you may reckon. yourſelf clear of the Colloradoes,to the eaſtward 
of them, though it is ſaid they {pit up as high as the Havannab, 
but if fo, it is but a ſmall diſtance from the ſhore. Take this 
one more obſervation of the Colloradves, that when you depart 
from Cape St. Anthony, ſteer no nearer the eaſt than before 
directed, and when you think you are near them, keep then 
your lead going, for there is good gradual ſhoaling on them, 
at firſt coming on them, excellent ſticking oazy ground, and 
then ſand. | 
When you are on the north ſide of Cuba, bound through the 
gulph, do not venture to ſteer for the gulph, till you are as far 
eaſterly as the bay Matanzas, or at leaſt as far eaſterly as the 
Ha vannab, for if you would venture to put over ſooner, you 
may chance to be put to the W.ward of C. Florida, and then it 
will be troubleſome getting into the gulph; the S. part of Florida 
is low ſmooth land, like the Grand Camaines, or the weſt end 
of Cuba: And ſo it is all along to the northward, only the 
ſouth part is ſomewhat more evenly level than the north:

is but ſmall, but deep enough for canoes, the water is good; 
here is no brook nor freſh water on all the coaſt, from cape 
Catoche, till within 3 or 4 leagues of Campeachy town. About 
20 leagues NW. from cape Condeceds is a {mall iſland called by 
the Spaniards, Je de Arenas, but ſometimes by the Engliſh, De- 
farts. The land from cape Condeceds tends away to the ſouth- 
ward, making the bay of Condecedo. The bay of Campeachy is 
contained between cape Coydeceds in the E. and St. Meriin's in 
the weſt; the diſtance between theſe two points or capes is 
about 120 leagues, in which are many navigable rivers, wide 
lagunas, &c. of which in their order. From cape Condecedo to 
Salima is 14 Or 15 leagues, the courſe 1s S. between theſe two

Salima is a very good harbour for barks, but there is not

About NW. from iza 26 or Zo leagues, and 50 leagues 
from Campeachy, lie 3 ſmall low ſandy iflands. called the Trian- 
gles; on the ſouth-ſide of theſe iſlands there is good anchoring 
but there is neither wood nor water; they are called the Triangles 
as being ſituated in the form of a triangle. From Hina to 
Campeachy is about 6 leagues. Campeachy is a fair tewn in a 
ſmall bay, it is the only town on all this coaſt between Catoche 
and La Vera Cruz; it makes a fine ſhew at fea, being all built 
with ſtone. a þ 

From Campeachy to Port Royal the courſe is SSW. or SW. by 
S. about eighteen or twenty leagues, between them is low land 
and ſandy bay, with ſome trees by the ſhore; there is but one 
river between them, called X/condigo. | 

Port Royal has a broad entrance in a ſalt laguna of g or 10 | 
leagues long, and three or four wide; the mouth of Port Royal 
has a bar whereon are nine or 10 feet; within the bar it is 
deep enough, and there is good anchoring on either ſide, the 


entrance is about one mile wide and two in length; it has fair 
ſandy bays on each ſide, with good landing; ſhips commonly 
anchor on the weather or eaſt ſide, both for the conveniency of 
wells dug there on the bays, as allo to ride more out ofthe 
tide, which here runs very ſtrong; this place may be very 
well known, for from thence the land begins to tend away to 
the weſtward, and continues ſo to do for about 60 or 70 leagues. 
On the weſt ſide of this harbour is a low iſland, called Port 
Royal Harbour, this iſland's eaſt ſide makes the weſt fide of 
Port Royal river before ſpoken of, and the main the eaſt fide 


of the lame river. 


This iſland is about two miles wide, and about 3 leagues 
long, ſtretching caſt and weſt The eaſt ſide of this iſland 
is ſandy, On the welt fide of this iſland is another ſmall low 
iſland, called 77%, which is ſeparated from Port Royal iſland 
only by a ſmall ſalt water creek, ſcarce broad enough for a 


The iſland of 771 is in ſome places three miles wide, and 
1s about 4 leagues in length, ſtretching eaſt and weſt, the eaſt 
end is ſwampy and full of mangroves, and on the ſouth fide 
much the ſame, At the Weſt end of the iſland, cloſe by the 
ſea, you may dig in the ſand five or ſix feet deep, and find good 
freſh water. If you dig too deep, you will not find the water

The tide is much ſtronger here than at Port Royal, . before 
ſpoken of. This river and Port Royal river, as allo the ſmall 
river between Port Koyal iſland and Tri, run into each other 
forming the iſlands of Port Royal and Triſt, and run into a large 
laguna, which lics behind theſe iſlands. There are alſo ſeveral 
other ſmall lagunas, that empty themſelves into this great 
laguna. This great laguna is called by the Spaniards the Laguna 
of tides, becauſe. they run here very ſtrong; ſmall veſſels, as 
barks, periagoes, or canoes, may fail through this laguna, 
round the iſland. of Friſt and Port Royal, or in between Port 
Royal iſland and the main, and out between Tri/t and Beef iſland 
they may alſo ſail into the other ſmall creeks and laguna, which 


"empty themſelves into this great laguna, of which there are 


many; the firſt of note is called - Somerſet and lies to the Eaſt- 
ermoſt part of the great laguna, as you come in at Port Royal. 
This creek, though but ſmall, is big enough for periagoes to 
enter. Weſt, about four or five leagues from Somerſet river, lies 
a ſmall key called One Buſh Key; to the Southward againſt this 
key 1s a ſmall creek, which 1s a very narrow running about a 
mile, and there opens into a large laguna, called Eaſt Lake; 
this lake runs N. and S. and is about three leagues long, and 
three and a half wide, At the SE. end of this lake there is ano- 
ther ſmall creek, about a mile wide, running about 6 or 7 miles 
into the country. On both ſides of this creek grows plenty of 
logwood; at the North end, about the middle of Eaft Laguna, 
there is another {mall creek, like to that which comes out about 
One Buſh Key, but leſs and ſhallower, which diſcharges itſelf into 
Laguna Termina, againſt a {mall key, called Serle's Key. On the 
W. ſide of Eaſt Laguna there is a ſmall ſkirt of mangroves, 
which ſeparates itſelf from another that runs parallel with it, 
which is called the Feſt Laguna, which is about the bigneſs of 
the former. Towards the N. end of this Laguna runs a ſmall 
creek, coming out of the E. Laguna, deep enough for ſmall barks; 
coming out of the E. end of this Laguna, there is a ſmall creek, 
whoſe mouth is about a mile wide, and half 2 mile from thence 
it divides itſelf into two branches, one called the Eaſt, the other 
the Weſt branch, both deep enough for ſmall barks; ſeven or 
eight miles upon the Weſt fide of the Weſt branch, is a large 
paſture for cattle, about three miles from the creek's mouth. 
This bottom of Campeachy bay, is in the lat. of 18 deg. N. 
The ſea-breezes here on this coaſt, in fair weather, are at NNE. 
and N. and the land-winds at SE. and S. but in bad weather 
at ESE. a hard gale for 3 or 4 days together; the dry ſeaſon 
begins in September, and holds till April or May, and then comes 
in the wet ſeaſon, which begins with turnadoes. Beef iſland 
is about 7 leagues long, and 2 or 3 broad; it ſtretches Eaſt 
and W. the Eaſt end is low and drowned land. At the Weſt 
end of this iſland is St. Peter's river, or St. Peter St. Paul; 
31cagues up thus river on the E. fide ſhoota branch to the NE. 
which divides or parts this iſland from the main; on the S. this 
river suns to the SE. for a conſiderable way, and then runs into 
Tobaſco river. Tobaſco river hes from the river of St. Peter St. 
Paul Weſt about ſeven leagues, , The entrance of this river is 
no broader than the Thames at Graveſend; there is a bar at its 
entrance, the depth of which is about 11 or 12 feet; Veſſels may 
paſs over it well, enough by the benefit of the tide, and after 
you are got in, it is pretty broad, and has fifteen or ſixteen feet 
water, and-very good riding out of the danger of the tide. This 
river of Tobaſco is the moſt remarkable of all the rivers in the 
bay of Campeachy; the river near its mouth abounds with cat- 


ib. From Tcbaſco river to Checapeque or Chiltepegue, is ſeven 


leagues, the courſe is W. all along low land, and. good anchor- 
ing: there is but indifferent landing here, the ſea running high 
near the ſhore, but. canoes may with care run in; there is no 
freſh water between Tobaſco river and Checapeque; this Checa- 
Peque is rather a ſalt creek than a river, for the mouth of it is 
not above 20 paces wide, and not above 8 or nine feet water on 
che bar; but within 12 or 13 feet at low water, there is good 
riding for barks, about half a mile within this river's mouth. 
A league Weſt from Checapeque there is another river, called 
Dos Bocas; it is fit for canoes, it having a bar at its mouth, 
which is dangerous, but the privateers will run over it. From 
Dos Bocas to the river Palmos 1s only four leagues low land, and 
ſandy bar between them; from river Palmos to Halover, is two 
leagues, from Halover to St. Anne is 6 leagues ; St. Anne is an open- 
ing into a laguna, there are about 6 or 7 feet at the entrance; 
from St. Anne to Tondello is 5 leagues ; the courſe ſtill Weſt, the 
land low, being a ſandy bay between them; the X. Tondello 
is but narrow, yet capable of receiving barks of 50 or 60 tons. 
There is a bar at the entrance, and the channel is crooked. On 
the Weſt ſide of the bar a ſpit of land ſhoots out; to avoid it 
at your coming in, you muſt keep the Eaſt ſide aboard, and 
when once entered, you may run up 2 or 3 leagues to the E. ſide 
about a quarter of a mile within the mouth you may lie ſecure. 
From Tendello to Guaſugwalph is eight leagues, the coaſt ſtill Wett ; 
all along is àa ſandy bay, and ſand hills, ſuch as between St. 
Anne and Tondello, only towards the Weſt part of the bank is 
lower. This is one of the principal rivers of this part; it is 
not half the breadth of Tobaſco river, but deeper; its bar is leſs 
dangerous than any on the coaſt, having 14 feet water upon it, 
and but little fea within the bar; there is much more lofty oazy 
ground; near the head of chis river, the river Toguantopegue 
has its riſe, ' which falls into the South Sea; from the river 
Guaſugwalph, or Gugſalcoada, the land runs W. 2 or 3 leagues

all low land, with ſandy bays, and vety woody in the country 
about three leagues to the W. of it the land away to the N. 
for about 16 leagues riſing as you pals along higher, till you 
come to St. Martin's point, which is very high. From this high 
bluff to point Alvarado, the courſe is nearly W. diſtance about 
20 leagues; the firſt 4 of it is high rocky ſhore, with ſteep cliffs 
to the ſea, afterwards you will paſs by very high ſand hills by 
the ſhore. Here an extraordinary great ſea comes in on the 
ſhore, which hinders boats from landing. The river Alvarado 
is about a mile over at the mouth, yet the entrance is but 
| ſhoal, there being ſand for two miles off the ſhore clear from 
ſide to fide; but there are two channels in among the ſands; 
the beſt of which is in the middle, and has 12 or 14 feet water. 
The land on the eaſt ſide of the river's mouth is extreme high 
ſand banks. From Alvarado to the river Crux the coaſt lies 
along W. diftance about 12 leagues. : 


| A Deſcription of the Gulph of Florida. 


On the Weſt of the cape lie ſeveral iſlands, which are called 
Tartugas, or Tortoiſe, 1 eaſtward of which, right before 
cape Florida, lie ſome other iſlands, called Martyrs, then 
reaches the coaſt north along, to the eaſt thereof lie ſeveral 
ſhoals and-banks, which, with the coaſt of Florida, make the 


channel of Bahama, or gulph of Florida. 
A Deſcription of the Bahama Jſands. 


The Bahama iſlands and keys are ſo many in number, that 
they are accounted innumerable, therefore it is not deſigned to 
give an account of them all, but only of the chief, or thoſe 
that are generally ſeen by thoſe who fail among them, beginning 
with Bahama iſland. The Bahama iſland is a long, narrow 
iſland, being in length about 22 or 23 leagues, ſtretching SE. 
by E. and NW. by W. being all rocky from the one end to 
the other. At the northermoſt end 1s a ſmall iſland, called 
Seal Key, N. by E. 12 leagues from which hes the Member 
Rock, upon the Bahama bank, which bank 1s very large and 
dangerous, being full of rocks and imall keys. Upon the E. 
ſide of the bank in the lat. of 27 deg. hes ſeveral keys; and 
ſouth ſomewhat weſterly 13 leagues from them hes Abacco, 
which is a long narrow iſland, the eaſt ſide is rocky, with ſmall 
keys on the NE. part of it, which are called Abacco keys. At 
the ſouthermoſt part of the iſland Abaccs is a hole, which you 
may ſee through, being called the Hole in the Rock, which hole 
is very remarkable for them that are bound for Providence; 
the courſe from the ſaid Hole in the Rock to the harbour of 
Providence is S. ſomething weſterly, . diſtance about 18 or 20 
leagues. The iſland Providence is in the lat. 25 deg. oo min. 
This iſland of Providence is the chief of all the Bahama iſlands; 
it ſtretches itſelf E. and W. being in length about 40 miles. 
On the N. part of the iſland are ſeveral ſmall keys, as Long He, 
Salt Keys, Hog Je, &c. NW. by W. 10 leagues from the W. 
ermoſt end of Providente is the northermoſt end of Androſs 
iſland, which iſland is alſo long, being in length about 30 
leagues, lying NW. by W. and SE. by S. and N. by E. eight 
leagues; from the N.ermoſt end of Androſs iſland, are ſeveral 
{ſmall iſlands called the Berry iflands; W. by S. 10 leagues from 
Berry iſlands lie Jaac's Rocks; SSW. about 15 leagues from 
Jaac's Rocks are the Bimines, berween which and the Bimines 
lie ſeveral keys and rocks, the names of which I know not: 
And S. by W. about 18 leagues from the Bimines, he the 
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| Roques, Berry iſlands; J/acc's Ricks, the Fimines, and the Regues 


lie upon the edge of the grand Babama bank, which bank is a 
very large bank, being full of rocks and keys. 

Now we return to Hineago, to give a deſcription of the eaſt- 
ermoſt of the Bahama iſlands. 

Hineago is an iſland about 12 leagnes long, ſtretching NE. by 
E. and SW. by W. about 2 or 3 leagues from the. N. moſt part 
of Hincago lies an iſland called Hineago Key, at the SW. end of 
Hineago is good anchoring; NNW. 10 leagues from the weſt- 
ermoſt end of Hineage, lies a parcel of rocks called Hog fries, 
on the welt ſide of which js good anchoring, NW. 13 leagues 
from the Hegsties,\ lies 3 or 4 ſmall keys, called Miraparwcs; 
NE. by N. 10 leagues from Miraparvos is the northermoſt 
part of Crooked iſland. Crooked ifland is an iſland of about 


12 leagues long, ſtretching itſelf NE. by W. and E. by S. upon 


which there is a well of freſh water. From the ſouthermoſt 
point of Crocked iſland, for about 14 leag. he feveral keys, the 
S.ermoſt of which is called Scuth Key, the northermoſt part of 
Crooked iſland is all rocky. There is good anchoring on the 
welt ſide of the iſland, as by the draught, Eaſt N.crly about 
8 leagues from the north part of Crooked iſland lie Alco 
keys, and E. a little northerly, about NNW. about 10 leagues 
from French keys, is Atwood's key ; about 6 leagues from French 
key is Mayguana: Mayguana is an iſland of about 10 or 11 
leagues long, lying NW. and SE. by E. the eaſtermoſt is full 
of rocks and keys, but the weſtermoſt ſide is bold. From: 
Mirapardos to Long land the courſe is north, a little eaſterly 
Io leagues. . 

Long Jfiand is an iſland of about 20 leagues long, lying NW. 
by N. and SE. by S. the northermoſt part of the iſland lies 
in 23 deg. 40 min. N. latitude, the grand Boheme bank ſtretch- 
ing itfelt SW. by W. about 40 leagues, being full of rocks and 
keys, the way of a ſhip from the windward paſſage is between 
Long Iſland and Crooked and, and from thence to the eaſt- 
ward. About 12 leagues weſtward from Long [land is Exumn, 
which is a great ſalt iſland ; all along NW. and NW. by N. 


from Exuma lies an innumereble parcel of iflands and keys, 
reaching 40 or 50 leagues from Exuma, by ſome called the 


Chain of Jjiands. INF. by N. about 6 or 7 leagues from Long 
I/iand, lies an iſland called Rum Key, which is foul and rock v 
all round, NE. by E. 6 leag. from Rum Key is Watlin's Ions, 
which is alſo rocky and very foul. - North about 5 ieag. fron) 
Lang [land hes an iſland called Litile Hand, the north part of 
which is very rocky. From Little Hand to the ſouth end of 
Cat Hand, the courſe is north about 5 leagues. Cat Jfland, 
is an iſland about 15 leagues long, ſtretching NW. by N. and 
SE. by S. the eaſtermoſt fide is rocky and very foul. SW. by 
W. trom the North Weſt point of the iſland lies a parcel of 
rocks and iſlands, and weſt about 4 leagues from them is the 
ſouth part of Jatbera, betwixt which and the aforeſaid rocks 
is a channel called Ship Channel. Ilathera is a long narrow 
iſland, ſtretching itſelf NW. by N. about twenty-five leagues, 
and then W. by S. about 8 leagues off, the northermoſt part 
of the iſland. is an iſland called Harbour Iland, and about two 
or three leagues W. from chence lies another ſmall key. This 
iſland of lathera is very rocky, the weſtermoſt part of the 
iſland is called Currant-peint; SW, above two leagues from 
thence is Currant Hand, and about two leagues from thence is 
another ſmall key, between which key and Currant Iſland lieth 
rocks called Booby Rocks. SW. about two leagues from the 
aforeſaid key, is Providence.

A Deſcription of Bermudas (or the Summer 1/lands.) 


| HE. iſland Bermudas is in the latitude of 32 degrees, 

ſtretching NE. and SW. being in length about fifteen 
leagues. There are ſeveral iſlands joining to this iſland, which 
makes it look as if it was. one continued iſland; being very 
rocky all round, and at low water are moſt of them to be ſeen 
above water: you may likewiſe ſee them at high water, for 
it does not flow above five feet. At the NE. point are ſeveral 
iſlands, viz. St. David's iſland, Leng Bird iſland, George's iſland, 
Cooper's iſland, and Nere's iſland, which are by the great force 
of the ſea waſhed and broken into ſtrange bendings, holes, 
bays, and points, which is very ſtrange: to behold: Theſe 
iſlands lie in ſuch a manner about the NE. point of Bermudas, 
and there is in the midſt of them an incloſed bay, called 
Southampton bay or harbour. From the NE. point of Bermudas 
ſtretches off an arm of land, being hooked, meeting with the 
land again almoſt, making an harbour or found, called by the 
name of Harrington's found, at the entrance of which 1s abour 
three or four fathom water, in whigh harbour or ſound many 
ſhips may ride in ſeven of eight fathom, Some part of the 


ſouth ſide is environed with an arm, and the reſt with Daniel's | 


iſland, Gale's iſland, and Treland's iſland, reaching to Spaniſh 
point, which takes up a great ſpace within it, and is called 
the Great Sound, The entrence into the Great Sound is between 
Spaniſh point and Treland's iſland. Within this ſound are: 
leveral other iſlands with bays, viz. Paget's port, Whitcorn bay, 
dc. On the SE. fide are- ſeveral other bays; and upon the 
iſlands are ſeveral points and forts, which are placed in the 
draught in their right places. 


I would adviſe every one to take eſpecial care upon this coaſt, 


for there are abundance of rocks, which are very dangerous : 
like wiſe hereabouts it. is very ſubject to tempeſtuous weather, 
as has been much obſerved by many, who have been in the, 
Weſt Indies, and have thought it very well when they have paſt 
the latitudes of this iſland with good weather, for you always 
hear them ſay, that about, Bermudas they have had ſtrong guſts 
of wind, &c. | 


Now we return to the Amazons, on the coaſt; of Guinea, to 


give a deſcription between that and cape Florida, being the . 


place where we left off.

6 or 7 leagues is another 
ſmall river, called Little Caryproug ; the ground is dirty and 
muddy, but a good river or creek for ſmall veſſels to lie in. 

From thence, WNW. about 12 leagues hes the river Cary- 


pura, which is pretty broad at the going in, having before 


the river a hard bank of clay, reaching from one fide to the 
other: on the Eaſt fide of the river is good going in four fath. 
water, and good ground. 

From thence W. by S. about 6 lies the river Ari- 
cara, which extends Southward. On the Eaſt ſide of the river 
lies a bank which you muſt ſhun; in running 4 or 5 leagues 
to the W.ward of the river to Rio Caperwaka, or by the iſland 
which is before the ſaid river, and then run to the main, and 
ſtand all along the ſhore in 3 or 4 fathom water, having ſpecial 
care of the ſaid bank, which is already deſcribed. This river 
of Aricara is wide and large, and runs a great way into the land.

A Deſcription of the River Caperwaka, or Aprouake. 


From thence to the river Caperwaka or Aprouake, lies the 
coaſt along NW. The river Caperwaka is ati indifferent large 
river, in the mouth whereof is a ſmall iſland, round hete lies 
a bank of ſand; and being got 5 or 6 leagues in, it ſpreads 
itſelf into two of three branches; one extends to the S. ward 
and the other to the Weſtward. On the ſaid iſland, which lies 
in the river, are ſuch multitudes of parrots and other fine fea- 
thered fowls, that you cannot hear each other ſpeak-for their 
noife z there are many apes on this iſland, and other creatures, 
which I omit here to mention. 

When you come to the mouth of the river, you may per- 
ceive a rock about 4 or 5 kagues from you, between which 
and the main you may fail and come to an anchor in three or 
four fathom water, lying open with the river, where you may 
ſee as it were three hills (but they are not ſo) lying on the Weſt 
ſide. If you would go further up, keep along the Weſt ſide 
on the bank, and ſo run up, and you cannot do amiſs. 


The river Canvo Calloway, which is ſmall and narrow, and R. Cano. 


lies a little to the Weſtward of Caperwaka, has on the Eaſter- 
moft part thereof a bank of ſand; therefore to fail. in, you 
muſt keep along the W. ſide, where, in the entrance you have 
not above two fathom water, but when you are in, you'll have 


five or ſix fathom. All along this coaſt, till you come to the 


river Mya or Mabury the bottom is mud and oazy ground. 


Thus appears the coaſt between Vynipico or Oyapoch, and river Mya, or Mabury, when you fail 
along by them about half a league from the ſhore, and muſt be joined by their reſpective letters.

From the river Caiana to the river Mya, the courſe is North 
geareſt the river Mya, goes between the iſland Caiana and the 
main, reaching many mules into the land.. :

From Caiana to the river Owara the coaſt lies along WNW. 
if you would ſail for the river you muſt run without, and to 
the Weſtward of thoſe three iſlands, which lie before the mouth 
of the river, and then ſtand in for the river, where you will 
find the ground ſlimy and clay like, It is ſaid and affirmed 
that the ſugar canes here are ſo venemous, that if one taſte 
thereof, it makes the tongue ſwell, and takes away ſpeech. 

About 25 or 26 leagues from Owara, lies the river Amano, 
which is wide and long, and hath a deep channel, wherein the 
current of tide runneth exceeding ſwift; ſo that there 1s no 
riding there, for your anchors cannot hold, but will be torn out 
of the ground with the force and flrength of the current. 

From the river Urdacho to the river Mariwana or Morony, the 
courſe is NW. by W. about twenty-ſix leagues; the entrance 
of the river is about three leagues broad. The land on the 
ſide of the river within, for about the ſpace of a mile, is divided 
into iſlands and ſmall rivers, branching themſelves ſeveral ways; 
the river itſelf extends about 5o leagues into the country, and 
is about 4 or 5 fathom deep: the entrance on the Eaſt fide is as 
good as on the Weſt, There are in the mouth of the river two 
illands, with a bank of ſand reaching to the ſeaward, therefore 
with the lead you may come as near them, on either fide, as to 
4 or 5 fathom water, having on both fades the iſland good hard 
clay ground. | 

From Marivana: to the little river Surinama, is a fine coaſt, 
and low land, having on the E. fide thereof about three fathom 
water, and within 4, 5, or 6 fathom water. The going in 
ſeemeth as if you were running on ſhore, by reaſon of a round 
point of land, which ſcemeth to divide the river into two parts 


bur as ſoon as you are palt the ſaid point, you may ſee the river 
tairly open. | | 


A Deſcription of the Coaſt of Surinam to the River of 


Demerary. ' 


From Surinama or Soramine, unto the river Surinam, the 
coalt is fair and even land; and coming near the river you will 
find, from the Eaſt point of the mouth thereof, a point or ſpit 
of Sand, reaching into the ſea, To avoid which, keep well off, 
and ſtand over to the Welt ſide, where you will have about 2 
fathom water at the entrance thereof, and when you get in you 
will have more. The river ſpreads itſe lf on every fide in ſmall 
rivulets, and runs a long way up into the country, and is about 
2 leagues broad ar the entrance, | 

From Surinani to Cupanama is a ſmall ſpace; at the going in 
thereat, you will have about two fathom and a half, and 3 fath. 
water, and within 4 or 5 fathom good ground. 

From Cupanama to the Devil's creek is all along a clear coaſt, 
lying along neareſt Eaſt and Weſt, being a muddy and ſoft 
ground; the entrance whereof is mid-channel, 

From the Devil's creek to the river Barbieros is a fair coaſt : 
There lies in the mouth of the river an iſland, the entrance is on 
the E. fide of the river; and when you have it open, and South 


from you, you may then run in boldly, having art leaſt 14 feet 


water in going in. 0 
From Barbieres to the river Demerary it is a good coaſt, and 
clay or hard muddy ground; the entrance 1s in mid-way, 
and when you are in that depth of water, to wit, 14 feet, then 
you are about a league and a half, or 2 leagues from the 
entrance of the river; and in failing you will deepen your 


water from 14 feet to 15, 16, 18, and 20 fathom water, and in 


the river you will have about 4 fathom, which is the deepeſt part 
of the river. | 


Here follows a Deſcription of the Coaſt, from the River Demerary 
to the River Moco, and Little Oronoque. 


From the river Demerary to Diſſeguebe or Eſſequebe, is about 
4 leagues. The river is very wide and large, for in the mouth 
of it lie three great iſlands, the Eaſtermoſt of which is called 
Lagawen, the middlemoſt Margrieten, and the Weſtermoſt Por- 
not's iſland; behind this lies another ſmall iſland called Trool; 
there are ſeveral others as you go up the river. The firſt you 
come to is called Seven Mandt, and further yet there are more, 
to wit, WYhale-Fiſh iſland, and the Three Brothers; there the 
river begins to ſpreaditlelf. On the E. fide is an arm or ſmall 
river called Diſſeguebe; near which is alſo an iſland, whereon 
ſtands a fort, called the See- Overall: It is called fo by reaſon it 
ſtandeth on a point of land which ſeparates two ſmall rivers, 
that ſpread themſelves into the country, &c. | 


A Deſcription of the River Diſſequebe or Eſſequebe. 


The river Diſſequebe is large and wide, but the entrance River Diſſe- 
thereof is not very deep. On the F aſt fide of this river lie quebe. 


three banks, the Eaſtermoſt of which ebbs dry at low water, 
On one of the other two there remain ſix feet water; and on 
the other there remains at low water about four feet ; this laſt 
lies on the Eaſt ſhore, between Lagawen iſland and the main: 
The Weſtermoſt lie in the channel, which runs between the 
iſlands Magaven and Margrieten. Theſe iſlands have each of 
them a ſhelf of ſand reaching to the ſeaward, but the river is 
generally muddy and oazy ground. 

If you would fail into this river, then fail between the iſland 
Lagawen and the main; when coming from the Eaſtward, you 
muſt run about W.ermoſt ſhelf, leaving it on the larboard 
ſide, and run in between that and the other two. ſhelves, but 
have eſpecial care of the ſhelf which lies off the iſland Lagawen 
and run in between the ſaid iſland and the main; when coming 
to the iſland you will deepen your water from 20 to 26 feet, to 
5 and 6 fathom, and when you are a-breaſt of the iſland, there 
comes or lies a bank from the main at a pretty diſtance off; near 
which bank 1s a ſmall creek, off which-you will find the water 
to ſhoal again to 14.or 15 fathom water, and being paſt it, it 
deepens again. And between the two E.ermoſt iſlands you will 
have about 10 fathom water, Kc. 


From Diſſequebe ſailing to Pomeron or Middlebourg, you muſt River Pomo- 
ſtand four or five leagues off to ſeaward, by reaſon of certain ron. 


ſhoals lying of to the Weſtward from the main, or W. point 
of Diſſequebe, from whence they firſt begin; and from Rio 
Warubo, off which lies a ſand called Adders Bank, which reaches 
to Cape de Hoe. On the NW. fide of Cape de Hoe ſtands a tall 
tree, by which the river retains the ſame name, it may be well 
known; to the Weſtward of this tree is cape Prebary. Off the 
ſaid cape lies-a great ſhoal, a long way off into the ſea, called 
Brandadis; therefore you muſt give a good diſtance between 
you and the ſhore. A little farther Weſterly lies a ſmall rivulet 
called Mara le Boura; ſomewhat to the W. ward of which lies 
off a ſhelf called Brand Hook; to the W.ward of this ſhelf lies 
cape Droge, or the E. point of the entrance into the mouth of 
the river Pomer on. 

Now if you would fail into the river, obſerve when you are 
to ſeaward ;' you cannot fee the river, becauſe it runs SE, in, 
about 5 or 6 leagues, and till you bring cape Droge to bear 
ESE. from you, then will the river lie open S. by W. from 
you; you muſt not run in with it. And being failing from 
20 feet, you will ſhoal the water to 8 feet, and 7 and a ha 
at high water, which is the beſt of the channel: therefore no 
place but for ſmall ſhipping, yet when you are in, you Neto

A Deſcription of the River Oronoque. 
When you are come to the iſlands of Oronogue, which lie be- 


fore the river, which takes its beginning from the river Amu- 
gara, and reaches to Sebarima, and from thence about to the 
river Corobana; which two laſt rivers lie within the iſlands ex- 
tending themſelves into the land. From this laſt there is a 
paſſage or channel, reaching N. by E. and S. by W. through 
which you muſt warp, if bound up; by reaſon of the ſtrong. 
current which runs there. In this river are two channels, 
which correſpond upon Trinidada; through theſe the Spaniards 
of the iſland come into the river Oroneque. |

Fe the great tiver Oronogue already deſcribed, there lies 
near the mouth of the river, on the W. ſide thereof, a 
ſmall river called Aratory; there are two other ſmall ones, the 
one called Monopade, the other Faropus; theſe lie within cape 
Salines, which, with the NW. part of the iſland Trinidada, make 
the Weſt paſſage out of the river Oronogue, which is called by 
the Spaniards, Gulph Paria.

Betweeen cape Salines and the N. W. point of Trinidada, is 
the paſſage called Boca del Drago, in which lie four or five 


iſlands; between two of them are paſſages, where you may. 
ſail through, namely the Great Bocca, which is the E. ermoſl, 
and the Little Bocca, which is the Weſtermoſt. The K.ermoil 
paſſage, which is Great Bocca, is about a gun-ſhot wide, but 
no gravel to be found. 


The Courſe from Cape Salines to the iſland of Teſtigos, 


From cape Salines (which makes with the iſland Trinidade, 
Gulph de Paria) to the iſland Teftigos, which bears from the 
iſland Margarita due E. the courte N. W. by N. And from the 
next cape to the W. ward of cape Salines, called cape Tres Pun- 
tas, they lie about N. and by E. and appear thus,

A Deſcription of the Hand Margarita. 


The iſland Margarita lies off between cape Tres Puntas : and 


Punta del Roy, which point of land makes another deep bay 
called Gulph del Curiaco. 


On the Weſt- ſide of cape Tres Puntas, before the mouth of 


a ſmall river, lies a little iſland called St. Juan, diſtant about a 
league from the ſhore. There are two other ſmall iſlands be- 
tween Margarita and Punta del Roy, the other called Gorteza, 
which is a low withered flat iſland ; the other called Cabagua, 
and 1s the biggeſt of them. 


On the Eaſt point of Margarita, within the point in the 


bay, was a little caſtle which is now demoliſhed. The princi-

pal places of the Spaniards lie up in the land, where there 1s a 

ſtately building called Motanau. 
Off the Eaſt-end of the iſland, betwixt it and Teiges, lie 

7 or 8 ſmall iſlands together, much like the iſlands Teſtigos; 


| they are called the Frayles; and E. from them, mid-way be- 


tween them and Teſtigos, are other three iſlands (in a triangular 
form) called Cedolu. | 
On the SE. ſide alſo are two ſmall iſlands, and on the SW. 
ſide alſo a bank or ſhoal, reachmg off from the Muſtito point 
towards the iſland Tabagua, and from the W. end of the iſland, 
about two or three leagues off, lies a bank, on which there is 
about 6 or 8 fathoms water, where formerly were ſaid to be 
many pearls, barks going there purpolely to fiſh for them. The 
iſland appear as the following figures.

A Deſcription of the Hand Blancho. 
Ile Blancho lies in lat. of 12 deg. 15 min. and W. from 


the iſland Granada about 40 leagues diſtant, On the SSE, point 
are ſeveral ſmall iſlands, or great rocks above water, called 


Seven Days, and on the SW. point lies a rock under water. 


If you are bound from Margarita to Ie Blancho, from the W. 
end thereof, a N. courſe will bring you right upon itz and if 
coming from the S. ward you intend to ride on the Weſt- ſide of 
Ile Blancho, you may fail cloſe to the point going about it, 
for it is very ſteep, and come to an anchor in 9 or 10 fathoms 
water. This iſland has not many hills or mountains, but is full 
of graſs, of ſuch length that you may go up to the knees in it. 


This iſland affords Pockwood and Lignum Vitz, great ſtore of 


Soge trees, and abundance of goats; but freſh water is very 
ſcarce here only when it rains. The ground is dry and barren, 
almoſt like turf duſt, only bearing ſuch trees, and abundance 
of fowls, it is a good place for wood. 


A Deſcription of the iſland Tortugas. 


This iſland lies on the Weſt-end of Margarita, in the lat.

ther; the end thereof is full of rocks, ragged and bare, and

The Weſt end of the ſalt pond is ſteep high land, and the 
S. and N. ſide of the ſalt pond reaches — y in between the 
hills ſo far that you cannot ſee the end thereof ; there is more 
ſalt than a thouſand ſail of ſhips can carry. All the land from 
the ſalt-pond to the road where the ſhips lie, is hard ſtony 
ground, but about a league E. ward the ſhore is ſandy and even 
level with the water (where there is very good white ſalt to be 
had) by reaſon the land is low, and is called the Little Salt Pond. 
The ground is there clay, mixed with ſand, an even ſhore, the 
water riſing little. From Ponta Raya, reaches a great ledge of 
rocks, about a league off the ſea. 

From Ponta Raya to Gumana, the courſe is S. over the gulph 
Carriacco : in the ſame gulph is a river called Kio Canas, you 
can go in there with none but ſmall ſhipping. The gulph 
reaches inward from Gumana about 12 or 13 leagues, To 
the W. ward of Gumana is Rio de Bordonas, which is a cloſe 
ſecure place; then follows Crabbed Point, called Ponta Eſcondido,” 
then after that a great bay called Monſina: and to the Weſtward 
of the point Me/mma, is the bay of Sauta Fee, there lies a rock 
or bare iſland, called Borats, and the other two following are 
called Crocus, You mult fail between the iſland and the main, 
through there on the main Jand, is a high ſteep hill, or moun- 
tain, which ſeems a-far off to be an iſland, by reaſon it lies on 
the ſhore, which is low and even land, but it joins to the main. 
THe is a curious fountain, which is called Etmerode Cor- 
richio, 

Wen you fail between the iſland and the main, along the 
ſteep hills, the coaſt is very full of points and ſmall bays, 
one of which is called Guante, Between Guante and Ponta 
Gal/at is a great bay, ſpreading itſelf two ways, and is called 
Brya Marcapana, and is a very good road, the belt there- 
abouts, and very good anchor ground. Near Ponta Gallat is 
another iſland called Damacon ; and W.ward of Ponta Gallat 
along the coaſt are many rocks, ſome above and ſome under 
water, to the Weſtermoſt point, which are called Boratiras. At 
the end of thele rocks the coaſt falls off again to the S. ward, 
towards Comonogada bay. 


A Deſcription of the Coaſt and Iſland from Comonogoda-Bay to 
FO the Wit ward. 


Comanogotto or Comonogoda- Bay, has an even ſhore round 
about it, and good anchor ground, with a ſmall freſh water 
river, called Hb River.

The in- 
habitants here are Caribeſons, Weſtward of this river is Or- 
chier, which is a large bay, but no anchoring ground : There 
begins the coaſt of Elmerode Corichia, and reaches to Cape de 
Caldero, which likewiſe has, on the Eaſt-ſide thereof, a great 
Bay.

This Cape lies on the South- ſide, in the way to Gage, which is 
called Caracus ; the land there is very high, fome ſay as high as 
that of Teneriſfe. You have there an extraordinary great hollow 
ſea, therefore thoſe that would anchor on this coaſt, do beſt to 
run à little to the Weſtward of Cape Blancho, into a bay where 
there is good anchoring in 19 or 20 fathoms water, about a gun 
ſhot from the ſhore, where you may lay quiet and ſecure. : 

And that you may the better know this Cape 40 Caldero, when 
you have ſight of it, or the land thereabouts, and can ſee a 
great way up in the country high craggy hills, run till the ſaid 
hill bears SW. from you, and then ſtand in from the ſhore, and 
you will not miſs the cape ; the hills reaching along the land E. 
and W, being the high land which reaches to Caracus. X 

From cape to ſeaward, S. and N, lies the ſhoals already 
ſpoken of; and if from thence you deſire to fail for Gumana, 
do not ſtand off, but keep the ſhore abroad, and fetch up with 
ſhort reaches. N 

Weſtward of the Cape Caracus, behind Cape Blancho, is the

Some of them are barren, rocky, and fruitleſs, and ſome 
full of trees; you may run cloſe along by them without danger, 
for it is very clear ground round about them, except op the 
NE. fide, where lie ſeveral banks and ſhoals two or three 
leagues to the ſeaward ; ſome of them appear above water. 
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In this manner appear the iſlands of 4ves, when they bear NE. about 3 leagues from you.

A Deſcription of the [and Bon Ayres. 


The iſland Bon Ayres lies from the iſland Aves WNW. 
about 8 or 10 leagues, the S. end thereof lying in latitude of 
x2 deg. and the N. end is 12 deg. 13 min, being an indifferent 
large iſland ; the ſouth ſide of the foreland is very low to the 


WNW. fide, where the forelands end, and there you have 


the beſt roads; but it is very ſteep, ſo that you may lie with 
your hawſer made faſt on ſhore. 

There is 2 little iſland which lies before the bay of the iſland 
Bon Ayres, which is faid to be 16 or 17 leagues in circumference. 
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bearing SW. about 3 leagues from you. 


Here are abundance of cattle, viz. bulls, cows, ſheep and 
goats, likewiſe hogs and horſes ; the inhabitants are for the 
moſt part like Þdians, which were brought thither from St. Do- 
mingo; they are Chriſtians, and have a Spaniſh Governor, and 
ſome few Spaniards ; theſe live in a valley under the mountains, 
The iſlands yield much red wood, and has for many years been 
fetched away in abundance, The road is on the W. ſide of the 
iſland, bad foul ground; and you may lie in 60 fathoms water, 
within a ſtone's caſt from the ſhore: There is alſo pockwood 
to be had and cotton trees. The ground is almoſt every where 


foul and rocky, and the ground ſaltiſh, fo that it is difficult to 
get freſh water. 
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In this manner appears the iſland Bon Ayres, when you can firſt perceive it; this iſland reaches South Wet 
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by South, and NE. by N. from the point where the ſalt pond is to the mountain, wich the three little hills 
which make the NW. point; from thence begins the high land towards the NE.

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A Deſcription of the Jland Cura Soa or Curazoa, 


This iſland bears from Bon Ayres W. by N. and WNW.

A Deſcription of the Gulph of Darien, and Scotch Settlement, with the 
Parts adjacent to the Weſtward. | 


D is a large gulph, being near 10 leagues wide, at its 
mouth, it ſtretches itlelf N. and S. and is about 60 leag. 
deep, the N. part or entrance of this gulph is in the latitude of 
9 deg. or 9 deg. 5 min. North; the paſſage thereto is between 
two points or capes, the Eaſtermoſt of which is called cape St. 
Sebaſtian, where the Spaniards formerly had a city, from whence 
it received its name, and the Weſtermoſt Tiburon. In coming 
from the Eaſtward and bound in the gulph, be ſure you give 
cape St. Sebaſtian a good birth, for there is a dangerous ſpit of 


| ſand ftretches off from the NW. by N. 10 miles into the fea, 


and there is 7 fathom water cloſe by it; and when you are got 
to the Weſtward of this ſpit of ſand, you may ſteer down the 
gulph at your pleaſure, keeping about the middle thereof, 
where at the mouth you will find 40 fathom water, and about 
6 miles to the Southward 30, and afterwards 28 fathom, which 
depth of 28 fathom you will find to continue near 20 leagues 
if you keep about the middle of the gulph, and afterwards 18 
fathom down into the bottom of the bay, or gulph where che 
bay is about 4 leagues wide; and all the way between theſe 
depths and the E. ſhore, there is good anchoring on the E. fide 
of the bay, being good oazy ground ; but the. W. fide of the 
bay or gulph is rocky; alſo along the E. ſhore there is 7, 8, 
and 10 tathom down into the bottom of the land, all along this 
E. ſide is low with trees down to the bottom of the bay, but 
the bottom or S. part of the gulph of the bay is very high land. 


In the SE. part of the bottom of the bay are ſome rivers, but 


of no account. From the bottom of the bay the courſe is 
NNW. about three leagues to the mouth of a great ſalt- water 
lake, whoſe entrance is about 3 rpiles wide and 12 fathom 
deep, and within is 4 fath. This lake is large enough to contain 
1000 fail of ſhips, it being about 10 miles each way, appear- 
ing almoſt of a round form, In paſſing into this lake keep the 
S. point abroad or mid-channel z for from off the N. point ſpits 
off a ſand about a quarter of the entrance over. Further on the 
W. fide of this lake right againſt the mouth thereof, is the 
mouth of a great river, which runs away SW. by S. 10 leag. 
into the great river Trato; there are ſeveral other rivers here 
in the bottom of the bay, to the Northward of this lake that 
runs into the river Trato, but they are not to be paſſed into ex- 
cept by ſmall veſſels, their mouths being barred. (A deſcrip- 
tion of which river follows hereafter ;) fo that the only paſſage 
into the river of Trato is through the ſalt-water lake and river 
before ſpoken of, Here in the time of floods the current runs 
very ſtrongly out to ſea through this lake, it coming from Trato 
river. This river of Trato is a large navigable river, running 


South a long way into the bowels of the country, near the golden 


mines of Canea. On the Weſt fide of the river Trato, and 
right againſt the opening of the river that comes from the ſalt- 
water lake, is a ſmall creek, running about three or four miles 
in a large freſh water lake, which is near as big as the ſalt- water 
lake, it has 3 or 4 fathom in it, and abundance of fea cows. 
From the mouth of the ſalt-water lake NW. about 4 leagues, 
is another large opening of a river, which runs SW. about 14 
leagues, and then falls into the river Trato, near the other river 
before ſpoken of. This river is only fit for ſmall veſſels, it be- 
ing barred at the mouth, not being above 5 or &feet water, but 
over the bar there is 4 or 5 fathom. In the time of great floods 
freſh water may be filled a great diſtance againſt this river's 
mouth in the ſea; between this ſalt-water lake and this river 
there are other {mall rivers, but not of any note; NW. by N. 
two leagues from the river, is the mouth of another river called 
Tuccamorea river, which alſo runs away to the SW. till it falls 
into the river Trato, near the other two before treated of : All 
the land or other iſlands, encompaſſed by theſe rivers, is drown- 
ed marſhy lands, being full of freſh water and ſea- cows; on the 
W. ſide of the river, between its mouth and Trato river, are 
other rivers which run away to the N W. the firſt is called Terene, 
being about 4 miles within the river's mouth; the next called 
Tyzer, being about 6 miles from Terene river; and the next 
Pokoft, whole diſtance from the river Tyger is about 18 miles, 
and then you come to the freſh-water lake before ſpoken of, 


whole diſtance from Pokoſt river is about 14 miles; all which 


may be more plainly underſtood by the large draught of Darien 
hereunto annexed, To the Weſtward of this river's mouth laſt 
treated of (which runs into Trato river) about 2 or 3 miles lie 
two ſmall keys, and to the Northward of them about 3 miles, 
are two other ſmall keys. Theſe laſt two keys lie N, and S. 
from one another. About three miles aſunder, the ground be- 
tween them is very foul and rocky, but between the two South 
keys and the two North keys, is good anchoring; N. from the 
N.ermoſt uf the N. keys, lie two other keys; theſe two keys 
are about 4 miles aſunder, but very rocky, and foul ground be- 


tween them; and from the Northernmoſt of the two, there are 


rocks home to the ſhore, but between theſe two keys and the 
other two to the S. ward of them there is good anchoring. Near 
the mouth of a ſmall river, which you will ſee there on the N. 
fide of this river, Capt. Long ſet up Ergliiſh colours by conſent 
of tlie Indian natives, in the year 1698, From thence along to the 


mountain, where it is ſaid t 
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N. ward as high as cape Tiburon, is all rocky and foul ground, 
and along the coaſt, on the W. fide of the gulph are ſeveral 


ranges of mountains running parallel to the ſhore; and about 


* 


5 miles to the S. ward of 7 Tiburon, is an extrao 
re is gold. 

Note, The tide in the gulf of Darien ebbs and flows three 
feer by the ſhore. | 

From cape Tiburon the courſe is NW. by N. about 12 leag. 
along the coaſt of Caledonia, to the Scotch harbour and Settlement 
whole entrance is between Golden and and the N. point of the 
Settlement (to go into the harhour) being about 5 miles aſunder; 
but going in you mult keep near to Golden and, or the N point 
of the Settlement, for in the middle of the channel there is a 
rock; but you have on either ſide of this rock in the beſt of 
the channel 5 fathom, your courſe being SW. and then you may 
edge to the Eaſtward into the harbour at your leiſure, where 
you have five or ſix, or ſeven fathom water, riding between 
the Peninſula, where the Scotch Settlement was, and the South 
ſhore. A large particular draught of this harbour and Scotch 
Settlement you have in the draught of Darien, WNW. ſeveral 
miles trom Golden Jfland, lay the E. end of the ifland Pines, 
there are ſeveral other ſmall keys between theſe two iſlands, 
and to the N.ward of them ſtretches a long narrow bank of 
land or beakers, from the one iſland to the other, almoſt cloſe 
home to them, ſo that there is no paſſage between theſe iſlands : 
but you may fail in at the E. end of Pines in 5 fathoms, as before 
ſaid, and fo paſs to the NW. to the iſland of Pines, under whoſe 
S. fide there is good anchoring ; and there you may have good 
freſh water from a well on the iſland of Pines. From the iſland 
of Pines, for between zo and 40 leagues, and a ſmall diſtance 
from the ſhore, are all along keys, rocks, and broken ground, 
berween which and the main is paſſing for ſloops, by the 
directions following. 

From the iſland of Pines to the river of Pines, is about 
miles, the courſe is W. by S. In ſailing thither keep neare 
Pine S. ſide, for from the ſhore againſt the W. end of Pines, are 
ſpits of rocks; the river of Pines is an indifferent lare river, 
but there is a bar at its mouth, on which is bur ſix feet water, 
though over the bar there is 2 fath. this is a freſh water river. 
Weſt, a little Northerly from the river of Pines, about nine 
leagues, is Ambroties river, being allo a freſh water river; but 


rdinary high 


is only fit for canoes: NNE. from Ambroties river is a channel 


between the rocks and broken ground, but uncertain ſound- 
ings, at 6, 7, 8, and g fatſiom, and NE. by N. about 2 leagues 
and a half from the channel is a dangerous parceb of rocks, 
where Capt. Long had like to have loſt His Majeſty's ſhip the 
Rupert prize; and W. about 2 leagues from Ambroties river, is 
another ſmall river, but of ſmall note. W. by N. about 9 leag. 
from Ambroties river, is Aſcenſion river. Aſcenſion river is a 
large river, navigable for imall veſſels 20 leagues up, running 
into the country SSE. Weſt by North from Aſcenſion river is 
another channel out to ſea, between the rocks, keys, and 
broken ground, but there are very uncertain ſoundings, in ſome 
places 5 fathom, and in others not more than 2 or 3: Between 
theſe keys and rocks, and the main all the way from Golden 
Nand is good anchoring; theſe rocks and keys are called the 
Sambello; here between the Sambello and the main uſed to be 
the rendezvous of the French Buccaneers. From Aſcenſion river 
the land tends away to the South ward, and then Weſt, and 
afterwards to the Northward, to the point of Sambello, making a 
very large, but not very deep bay; from Aſcenſion river to 
point Sambells is about 15 leagues, the bay between them being 
full of broken ground and coral rocks, ſo that there is no 
paſſage for a veſſel without a boat going a head to find out 
the way, but in taking that method you may fail out among 
them, there being water enough. In this bay is plenty. of 


tortoiſe, and in the South Weſtermoſt part of it is freſh water. 


From St. Sambello the land tends to the Southward about 5 miles 
to the river St. Franciſco, and then to the N. about 4 miles, for- 
merly St. Blas bay, which lies in S. erly: in which bay againſt 
the mouth of the river St. Franciſco, which lies at the head of 
the bay, is good anchoring; from this bay the coaſt is very fair 
and even, tending E. and W. neareſt, but the country is moun- 
tainous, alfo in the bay the land is high, but plain and even. 
W. by N. about 12 leagues from the point of Sambello, is the 
bay of Nombre de Dios, where is anchoring in 4 fathom. 

Nombre de Dios is a great bay, at the bottom of which is 
a ſmall city at the water fide called by the fame name, very 
fairly built and well ſeated, but not a place of trade, by reaſon 
there is no good riding, not but that the ground is good, but 
becauſe the road is open to the ſea to N.crly and NE.erly 
winds, where you have always ſuch. The land is full of trees, 
ſome places of the country are ſometimes drowned with great 
rains, which fall on the mountains, and iſſuc down the valkes, 
neither does it afford good water. | | 

On the W. fide of the bay is a ſmall river, and without 


| the bay to the Weſtward. are two or three iſlands, which you 


mult fail between ; great ſhips half unload, and then fail to the 
— ſecond,

ſecond, but ſmall ſhips commonly lie within. When the wind 
blows hard, the ſhips are in great danger, and ride there with 
or 6 anchors a head, by reaſon of a great ſea, which fall here 
into the bay, and ſometimes their cables are cut, and are in 
treat danger of ſhipwreck, therefore this place is not much 
trequented for ſhipping, for the moſt part run to Porto Bello, 

In ſailing into the bay of Nombre de Dios, you will ſee a high 
rock bearing about N. by W. from the Weſt point of the bay, 
which in failing into this bay, you muſt come near to, for the 
W. point of the bay is ſhoal off; from hence to fail to Porto 
Bello, your courſe is NNW. about 20 miles, between 2 rocks 
on your larboard ſide, and one on.your ſtarboard, which diftance 
of 20 miles will carry you to ſza out of all danger; then direct 
your courſe Weſt for about 12 leagues, or rather a little more 
N.erly which will carry you to the Northward out of all dan- 
ger, as allo the Weſtward of the iſle of Cadaga, and then you 
may dire& your courle to the Southward of the bay of Porto 
Bello, which is as aforeſaid, and 6 or 7 leagues to the W. ward 
of Nembre de Dios. 

Porto Bello is a fair haven, and a good place for ſhips to lay 
in, where there is-good freſh water, and fire-wood enough to 
be had; good anchor ground likewiſe, and room enough for 
a whole flect of ſhips to ride in, having cloſe aboard the ſhore 
6 fath. water, and in the middle of the bay not above 12 fath. 
fair clear ſandy ground, without rocks or ſtones, having ſeveral 
rivers in the bay, which run into the ſame, and without the 
road alſo it is a fair clear coaſt, and very good riding every 
where; on the E ſide of the bay is a creek, where many ſhips 
can lay, and in the entrance thereof is 4 and 6 fathom water, 
ſoft ground every where, fo that a ſhip can receive no damage 
if ſhe chance to run aſhore.

Theſe iſlands bear from the iſland Veragua North Weſt 
North, about 26 or 27 leagues diſtance, and from Punta 
Naes North and North by Weſt. About theſe iſlands the 
French uſed to lie with their privateers (in their Spaniſh wars) 
and plague the Spaniards to leeward, eſpecially thoſe at Porto 
Bello and Nombre de Dies. 

From tho river Veragua Weſt and North, about the bay lies 
the rivers following; Altryned, then the bay of Del Drago, 
wherein are four iſlands ; and upon the point on the Eaſt ſide 
are two other iſlands, cloſe to the main, then follow Quamades, 
and Talmanacca, Rio Curenoca, Rio Fuere, Rio los Anzales, and 
Rio Vergquez, of all which we have a deſcription. . 


A Deſcription of the great lake of Nicaragua. 
The entrance of the lake Nicaragua is three-fold, which is ſo 


made by two iſlands, lying at the mouth thereof ; but the chief 
paſi:ge is through the middlemoſt, called Porto de St. Juan. 


And being paſt theſe jſlands, you begin to enter the Sreights, 


which is the river Deſaguedera; which river reaches thirty 
leazues Weſt into the country: At the end of it lies a city called 
St. Juan; from thence begins the 
is almoſt twenty leagues broad, and of a great length, but af- 
terwards grows narrower, and you come to the city Granada; 
then again ſpreads itſelf, but not ſo wide as before. And this 
is called the lake of Lindiry, and reaches to Leon. Into this 
Jake run many rivers, which correſpond thereon, ebbing and 
flowing in due order. | 

This river and lake is faid to be 80 leagues in length, and 
reaches within five leagues of the South ſra. 


7. lake Nicaragua, which 
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This lake is well ſtored with fiſh, and great ſtore of com- 
modities are brought from Porto Bello through all the confines 
thereof. On the North- ſide of the lake Nicaragua is a great 
hill, which is plentifully ſtored with all forts of” fruit; where- 
with all thoſe parts are furniſhed, Here is a thing may be 
called a wonder ; ſome of thoſe trees can ſcarcely be fathomed 
about by fifteen men; that is, the body of the tree; which 


thing is confirmed by many. This hill is called Vulcan de 
Munbacho, and is of a very great height. 


The iſlands Manglare, or Mangle, and Iſla Pearl or Pearls. 


Eaſt from the river Deſaguedera, lies the iſland Manglare; 
which has on the South ſide thereof ſeveral ſmall iſlands near 
adjoining ; on the N. ſide hkewiſe ſeveral ſmall ones. 

To the Northward of this iſland lies ſevera' others; called 
iſla Pearles, which formerly was a great place for pearl fiſhing; 
but is now decayed and ruined by the great covetouſneſs of the 
Spaniards, who gave no reſpite for the increaſe of oyſters, 
Before this iſland lies two rivers; the one is called 7; riguilxi- 
galpa, and the other Traguzealpa ; next which follows the river 
Jarepo, on the North- fide thereof runs a ſhoal. 


Of the river Jara, 


The river Jara is a wide and large river, reaching a long 
way into the country, ſpreading itſelf three or four different 
ways ; one arm whereof extends itſelf towards the South Weſt, 
another towards the South Eaſt, the other Weſt. On the 
North-ſide of this river is a place called the Indian Village. 
Between this and cape de Gratia, lie yet two other rivers, the 
Northermoſt whereof is called Rio Nibuſo.

From whence about eight or nine leagues to the Weſtward, 
is another great bay, called Baya Cartago. In this bay alſo lie 
ſeveral iſlands, which are ſurrouaded by a ſandy ſhore, having

North-ſide of the ſaid ſhoal lie two other iſlands called Sr; 
Millan, environed with rocks round about. | 

The land of cape Cameron is a low coaſt full of trees, having 
to the W. ward thereof great mountains, called &? Cruz moun- 
tains, This coaſt on the E. fide is much frequented, partly 
becauſe of the ſhoals and dangers lying on the E. ſide of the 
cape, and partly becauſe there are no very good harbours; 
and only ſome bays wherein you lie open to E erly winds. 

To the Weſtward of the cape lies a river called Granada, 


| which reaches far into the country, and ſpreads itſelf into many 


branches, extending itſelf a long way up, one of which is called 
Rio Guaipa. From thence Weſtward lie two other rivers. From 
thence to ſeaward lies a little iſland, with good ground round 
about it.

If you would fail from'Truxillo to Porto de Cavallos, you muſt 
fail until you come near the ſhoals of Mabaguera, through the 
Salmadina. And if you ſhould happen to to have a little wind, 
and the ſtream ſhould ſet you near the Salmadina, or if you are 
afraid of it, the beſt way is to come to an anchor, where near 
the ſhoals you have about ſeven fathom water, on the SE. ſide 
is good ground, a ſand bank lies off, but on the N. fide is 
dangerous and foul ground, with black rocks and ſtones; the 
W. ſide of the Salmadina lies S. of the iſland Utilla, and N. from 


Mingula; on the N. of Mingula is a ſharp high hill, upon the 


whole coaſt there is not ſuch another. 

But if you would go without the iſlands into the gulph, you 
mult run about three leagues NW, off from Truxillo, to get 
about to the iſlands called Motos; and when you are paſt them 
run NW. by W. until you are paſt Maiagueros, and then run 


through between Guiana and the Salmadina ; and alſo between 


Utilla and Guinana, but you muſt have eſpecial care of theſe 
lands Lilla, for it is very foul a great way on that ſide. 

When you are paſt them you mult run tv Triumph de la Cruz, 
and ſo Weſtwards, having neither rocks nor ſhoals, nor other 
dangers, | 

Porto Cavallos is fo called by reaſon of a ſhip which once lay 
there with horſes, and by bad weather was forced to throw them 
overboard; from which time the river has been ſo called. This 
Rem is of ſmall force, having ſeveral times been taken ; there- 

ore the trade of that place 1s removed to Amatique, which is 
diſtant from that place about 18 leagues. 

There are ſeveral other ſmall rivers on this ſide the coaſt, to 
the Weſtward of Punta Cavallos; to wit, Rio de Lua, a little 
to the Weſtward of cape Trees Punctos, next Rio Bano, then Rio 
de Peche, Rio Dulce, and Hyqueras, but none of them of any 
note, therefore little is ſaid of them. 

There is likewiſe little ſaid of the gulph ; but to proceed: 
On the coaſt of the North-ſide thereof lies Salamanca, within 
the iſland Nes; then follows the iſland Luman, or Lumancay, 
and next to that the iſland Zaratan, or Zaratus, and Patica ; 
then follows Quitazeumba, and then the iſlands Catumal, which 
lie before .the bay of Catuma. From theſe iſlands reaches a 
ſhoal along the coaſt, to the iſlands 2uintazuno, reaching to the 


lake Baccallel; then follows the iſland Cozumel, which has great. 
ſhoals round about reaching off to ſea; to the W. ward of this 


iſland lies the bay Valladolin, before which are Men Eaters iſlands. 
The whole coaſt down in the gulph de Honduras, is wholly

It is ſaid, that in the N. quarter of Jucaton, there are men 
found of a very great age; and good teſtimony have been had 
of a certain man, who was brought before the chief of the 
Spaniards there, near about 300 years of age. ; 

Cape Catoche is the NE. point of Jucaton, you may fail alon 
the coaſt, between it and the iſlands, as through a cha 
paſſing by Cozemel, and iſle Mangeras, on the N. ſide of the 
cape it is flat a long way off, and a little towards the Weſt lie 
two iſlands called Caio. The coaſt is here along flat and low, 
until you come to Morodas Diabolos, ſo that hen you come 


from ſea, you muſt not ſtand in too cloſe with the ſhore, leaſt 


you are deceived by the lowneſs of the land. | 
Some run through between the iſlands Alacranes, and the 

ſhoal which lies off from the cape: but you may do as you 

pleaſe, and go without them if you will, taking the foregoing 


directions. ä

pleaſe. But if you would be in the S. bay, on the S. ſide, you 
muſt run cloſe along the ſhore until you come to the S. — 
the iſland, and bring the two great hills to bear right with each 
other, and ſtand into the bay; coming from the Eaſtward you 
may fail for it, keeping in the lat. of 13 deg. 40 min. not run- 
ning to the Weſtward of it, for fear of the Rancadoris, of which 
by night you ought to take great care, and not to run more 
N. erly than 13 deg. 27 min. and make ſmall ſail to the morn- 
ing. Thoſe ſhoals lie E. by N. and ENE. from the iſlands, 
being ſand. juſt under water, and in clear weather may ſome- 
times be ſeen abous 2 leagues in length. 2

A Deſcription of the whole Coaſt of the great Bay of Mexico; with the 
Handi therein, from Cape Catoche to Cape Florida. 


HIS cape, which with the other makes the deep bay of 


Mexico, lies in the latitude of 21 degrees 5 minutes, 
having on the Weſt ſide thereof two ſmall iſlands, called Caio, 
In the mouth of the ſaid river 
lies an iſland, then follow two other ſmall iſlands, lying at the 
Weſt-end of the ſhoal, which reaches to the bay Siza/, and 
are called Zanzum. On the land oppoſite to theſe, is a hill, 
with two ſmall hillocks on each fide ; the one called Montague 
Siloan, and the other Montaque Cangquet ; then follows the 
bay of Sizal, on the Eaft-ſide of which lie two iflands. From 
thence North, ſomewhat Eaſterly, lie the ſhoals of Mercaes, 
which are very dangerous, therefore you ought to have eſpe- 
cial care, and avoid them ; to the Northward of which lies 
another ſhoal, called Boxo de Sizal, which is likewiſe dangerous 
to come near. From thence North North Weſt lie three 
ſmall iſlands, which are round about foul and bad to come 
near, called Negrillos ; from thence to the Weſtward about 
40 leagues lie the iflands Barmea; and from thence, about 16 
or 18 leagues to the Southward, ſomewhat Eaſterly, lies the 
iſland das Areas, which 1s likewife round about foul ground. 
From thence to the Southward lie other three little iflands, 
being environed round about with a fand bank, in form of a 
triangle, and therefore called the Triangles. 

From thence Southward lie three other iſlands on a row, 
from each reaches a ſhoal towards the North Eaft a great way 
off. | 
And that you may the better know the bay of Sizal, you 
may ſee therein three maſts which are there erected; and when 
you ſee them you are before the haven : And towards Candecido, 
which are iſlands lying towards the point of Jucatan, ſurrounded 
with ſhoals of ſand and rocks. 

From thence Southward to the river Campeachy de Franciſco, 
which is a great bay, on the South fide thereof lie two great 


hills, called Moras Diabolos, being the firſt high land on this, 


coaſt, Then follows Sioba, and next to that Champeton, and 
Punta Seco; then follows the great river Noſtra Signora Vic- 
toria, by ſome called Xicalangs ; in che mouth whereof lie two 
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iſlands, which make three paſſages or entrances into this river, 
the Weſtermoſt whereof is called Porto Real, and the middle- 
moſt Porto Triſto. 

The next river to the Weſtward is Tabaſco, in which is a 
city, called by the ſame name, being the chief city of Jucatan. 
This river is alſo called Gryalva, and ſpreads itſelf Eaſt and 
Weſt a long way into the country. | | 

Then follows the river St. Paulo, and the river de Borcas, 
next de Puma and the river St. Ann. 


Then follow the Luramba and Meeras Durea, and the river 


R. Gryalra, 


Cuzacola; near which lie ſeveral great hills, called St. Martin, 


near which is a ſmall town, called Spirito San#o. 
About North to ſeawards from the point lie three little 
iſlands, called Rico Partida: Theſe ſtand almoſt in form of a 


triangle. 


Then follows the river de Mvorada, about the point Serra, 
or point Anto Sardo | 

Then follows the iſland St. Juan de Elva, which lies before 
the river to the E. ward of La Vera Cruz . the land hereabouts 
is low, On the S. Side of the river lies a great ſandy bay. 

When you come out of the ſea, ſteer away inward with the 
hills of St. Martin; you muſt run from the iſland Rico Partida, 
Weſt North Welt to fail without Cabeſſa, which are the iſlands 
that lie off Puna Serra. 

St. Juan de Elva may be the better known by a round hill, 
called Monta Carnerois, the land about is covered with trees. 

In the middle, between the hill and the city, a little up 
land, ſtands another high hill, called Szow Hill, becauſe always 
covered with ſnow, and is ſo very high, that in clear weather 
you may fee it thirty leagues at ſea : When you firſt ſee it, 
it ſeems to be a white iſland, lying in the ſea by itſelf ; but 
when you come ſomewhat nearer, you will find it to be the 
main; and the hill Carnerois, with the caſtle, will preſently 
come in ſight, and the reaſon that it is ſo white, you may ſee 
it the farther. This hill lies with the city St. Juan de Elva S. 
and N. and when getting ſight of the city, you may ſtand in 
for the road which lies behind the iſland, 
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In this manner appears the coaſt within the iſland S. Juan, and is called Le Vera Our.

Northermoſt Harmoſa, &c. Now we come to the wild coaſt 
of Florida, of whic take A brief account. 


This iſland lies in the latitude of 19 deg. 20 min. having | 


round about it foul ground, except between the iſland and the 
main, where there is good ground and road in about 8 fathom 
water. The” iſland is low and round, and if you would run 
in by it, you muſt have a care of certain rocks which are 
near it In this place the Spaniſh fleet uſed to lie, and bring 
their loading from all parts, until the month of March, from 
whence they fail to the Havannab, where they always make 
their fleet to depart for Spain. | 

Next to La Vera Cruz lies the river Campel, then follows 
Punta de Viltarica, off which point lies a ledge of rocks called 
Sacrificia ; then follow Tarro Blanco, Tulato and Chano Almaria : 
Theſe lic in the latitude of 20 degrees, 20 minutes. Here 
the land is low and light; you will find, when having ſix 


- fathom water, hard clay ground; and nearer in four fathom 


ſhelly ground. If you chance to fall with Terra Blanco, you 


will fee a row of hills, reaching South Welt into the country, 


which is likewiſe called by the ſame name, Theſe hills reach 
along to Snow Hills ; and to the Southward of theſe lie others, 
which in appearance ſeem like haycocks, but towards Villa 
Riche the lands and hills are not very high. The coaſt is full 
of points and broken lands. 5 


Porto Saint Pedros Pablo. 


The city of St. Pedros Pablo lies in the latitude of 21 deg. 


20 min. and if you come into harbour, and are open with the 


river, you may then ſee the iſland of Tuſpa ; the coaſt is very 
good, having ſeveral bays, and all of them ſandy. A little 
to the Northward of the river are two bays, the Northermoſt 
whereof is the biggeſt; where in 60 fathom you will have 
gravel, The river is wide and large, having in the middle 
thereof an iſland called St. Paulos. 


The Iſland Lobos and Baxo Tuſpa. 


In coming from ſea you fall with this iſland, which lies 
before cape Rexa, and is foul round about, but behind the 
iſland is good road. This iſland is low, and full of palm 
trees, affording likewiſe good freſh water; within it lies 
a _ like the bottom of a boat, behind which is good 
TIaIng. 

If ; FR thence you would fail to Villa Riche, you muſt go to 
the Eaſtward of Baxo de Tujpa-; and if you come not above 
it, you muſt rua through between the main and the aforeſaid 
ſhoal, in 8 or 9 fathom water ; you may alſo make good read 
there, if occaſion ſerve. a 

The river Tuſpa may alſo be known by a row of ſmall hills 
reaching North Eaſt and South Weſt at leaſt 15 or 16 leagues 
into the country ; about 5 leagues off ſhore you will find 
clay ground. On the North-ſide of the iſland de Lobos North 
Weſt by North, is another great river, called Ponuco, in the 
middle of which lies an iſland, which makes two paſſages 
thereout z the Southermoſt is called Sr. Stephens, and the 


A Deſcription of the Province of Florida, 


From cape Roxo the land tends in North and Weſt until you 
come to the river Panuco, where the land lies along North; 
the firſt river to the Northward of Pattkca is St. Barihclomew, 
which is a ſmall river, and little ſpoken of; then follows the 
rivers Palmos and Piſcoratis. The coaſt along is called by the 
name of the latter, becauſe there is abundance of fiſh on 
the ſaid coaſt, 

The next river to the Northward of Piſcoratis is the river 
Bravo; next the river Sola, betwixt which and the river Di/con- 
dido, is a ſmall river to us unknown. From the river Diſcendido 
the land tends off to cape Blanco North Eaſt, and from ca 
Blanco the land falls away into the river Magdalena North Welt. 
This is the largeſt river of all thoſe to the Northward of 
Panuco. From Magdalena to the river Plata, the coaſt lies 
all along North North Eaſt neareſt, they are about 25 leagues 
diſtant from one another, | 

The next river following is called Suela, from whence the 
coaſt of Baxo tends along NE. and NE. by E. until you come 
to the river Laqſa; between which and Suela lie two other 
ſmall rivers, of which there is no deſcription nor mention 
made, and therefore ſuppoſe them to be places of no great 
conſequence. From the river Las/a Eaſtward lie the rivers 
Montanhas and de Zarto; from which the coaſt, until you 
come to the greater by of Spirito Sancto, lies along Eaſt, Cape 
Cruz making the Weſt point thereof, | | 

This is a deep and large bay, having in the middle of the 
entrance thereof an iſland, by which you may fail on either 
ſide, The bay within ſpreads itſelf very wide, having ſix or 
ſeven arms or rivers, reaching a long way into the country, 
venting themſelves into the bay. 

The Eaſt point of the bay is called Cape Qualata, from 
whence the coaſt of cape Diſcondido lies along Eaſt about go 
leagues in length; the whole coaſt almoſt full of ſmall iſlands, 
and a ſandy bank reaching along the ſame. 

Having likewiſe ſeveral ſmall rivers, the firſt (coming from 
the Weſtward out of the bay) is called Matos de Salvador, 
between which and the river del Carnaweral lies another ſmall 


river, but the name thereof we know not ; then follow the rivers 
Arecifa, Plaia and Aremas. | 


Before all which rivers lie ſeveral iſlands, yet not dangerous. 
This 1s a good coaſt, eſpecially in Northerly ſtorms ; wherein 
in any of theſe rivers, or between any of theſe iſlands, you lie 
ſheltered in thoſe winds, 

From eape Diſcondido towards cape Florida, the coaſt is full 
of bays and inlets, with ſeveral ſmall rivers, to wit, Rio Sr. 
Paulo, Rio Cavallos, the bay of Mervillo, and Spirito Sancti; 
from thence the coaſt reaches again to S. ward, with many bays 
and creeks, until you come to cape Florida. 
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
